A RIOT IN MONTREAL CAUSED BY'' 


COMPULSORY VACCINATION. 
LONG SMOLDERING RACE 
BREAK INTO FLAME—THE POLICE BE- 
HAVE WELL—THE TROUBLE NOT OVER. 
MonTREAL, Sept. 28.—The by-law passed 
by the Provincial Board of Health making vac- 
cination cOmpulsory having appeared in the 
Oficial Gazette increased the excitement among 
the French Canadians to such an extent that a 
riot broke out in the east end this morning, and 
before the crowd dispersed they smashed many 
of the windows of the East End Health Office. 
To-night the riot broke out anew. The mob 
marched to the residence of Dr. Laberge, the 
vivic health officer, and stoned it, break- 
ing some of the windows. They next pro- 
ceeded to the City Hall, where the local 
Board of Heaith was about to meet. A 
police alarm had been sent out, but before the 
men had gathered in from the outside stations 
the mob had stoned the Central Health Office, 
and severai: women who were inside getting vac- 
cinated were struck, but only one of them was 
injured. The people were hurried through to 
the Central Police Station, which with the 
Health Office occupies the basement of the City 
Hall. Some of the members of the board were 
coming to the meeting, but by mixing with the 
crowd escaped recognition. Some 50 police 
had meantime arrived and drove the mob 
down the street, but they immediately gathered 
on the Champ de Mars in the rear, where a 
lively hand-to-hand conflict took place, but the 
rioters, when dispersed at one place, immedi- 
ately met at another and renewed the stone 
throwing, and several of the police were wound- 
ed. The greater part of the crowd now gath- 
ered in front of the police station and com- 


menced stoning it, breaking nearly all the win- 
dows. A squad of 20 police was armed with 
Winchester rifies and bayonets, but for some 
reason they were not calledout. Two of the 
detectives then commenced firing on the mob 
with their revolvers. ard soon cleared them 


away from the front, but they immediately 
gathered again in the rear, and, after smashing 


several lamps and breaking some of the 
windows of the Government buildings where 
the Provincial Board of ealth meets, 
they marched down St. James-street yelling ana 
Singing to the office of the Herald, which has 
been persistently accusing the French Canadians 
of being the cause of the smallpox; then one of 
their number mounted the pedestal of the statue 
of Queen Victoria and asked the crowd whether 
the French or English would rule the town, to 
which the crowd shouted ** The French.”” They 
then commenced throwing stones at the win- 
dows, and after continuing this amusement for 
balf an hour the police arrived and drove them 
away. They then stoned the houses of Dr. La- 
cthappelle, member ot the Provincial Board; Dr. 


Laporte, a public vaccinator, and Grenier, Chair- 


man of the Finance Committee, and a druggist’s 
store on St. Denis-street, where vaccine points 
are sold. They then went out to Papineau Mar- 
ket to hold an indignation meeting. 

The Montreal Engineers, who were drilling in 
the armory, were ordered to remain on guurd 
all night, and two companies each of the Vic- 
toria Rifies and the Royal Scots are ordered out 
for to-morrow night, when it is expected the 
riot willbe resumed. The Mayor expressed his 
determination to put down these riots at any 
cost and will call a meeting of the Chairmen of 
civic committees to-morrow to decide what 
isto be done. Mayor Beaugrand and Alderman 
Gray, Chairman of the Board of Health, were 
besieged in the City Hall, and hearing that 
the mob was going to attack their houses tele- 
——— to their wives to fire on the crowd. This 

ad the desired effect and both houses escaped. 
It has just been learned tnat the mob returned 
to the house of Dr. Laporte, public vaccinator, 
and set fire to it, but the firemen were speedily 
on hand and extinguished the blaze before any 
damage was done. 

After setting fire to Dr. Laporte’s house the 
riéters proceeded once more to the Hast End 

sgith Office. and easily overpowered the five 

orlceemen who were on guard. The whoie 
tent of the office was torn out and the smallpox 
placards and sulphur for disintecting houses 
were piled up in,the middle of the street and set 
re to. 

About midnight the Mayor and Chief of 
Police drove up and noticed one of the men 
inside attempting to throw down the stove, 
ao as to set fire to the place. The chief 
rushed inside and pushed the man away, 
but was knocked down witha cluband kicked 
till he was insensible. The Mayor had mean- 
time sounded a fire alarm and ordered the fire- 
men to turn their hose on the crowd, which had 
now increased to about 5,000 people. The fire- 
men were about to do s0, when some men came 
up with axes and threatened to cut the 
hose as soon as the water was turned on. A 
squad of police then arrived and rescued the 
chief, who was removed to his home, The po- 
lice then charged the crowd and drove them out 
tothe city limits. The clubs were plied with 
vigor and many of the rioters were badly cut 
about the head. 

The English-speaking people are much in- 
censed at the action of three of the French Al- 
dermen, who, in the City Council this afternoon, 
denounced compulsory vaccination, and thus 
encouraged the rioters. They endeavored to 
pass a resolution condemning it, but failed. 
They had the appropriation cut down from 
$5,000 to $2,000. These are the men who repre- 
sent the wards where smallpox is most preva- 
lent, and take this course to curry favor with 
their constituents. The police were badiy 
handled all through, or they might easily have 
dispersed the mob, which never amounted to 
more than 2,000 people—mostly boys—and only 
asmail portion of them took an active part in 
the affair. 


MonTREAL, Sept. 28.—A gentleman on 
the Citizens’ Committee to-day claimed that 
there were at least 4,000 cases of smallpox in the 
city. The opening of the Theatre Royal has 
been indefinitely postponed on account of the 
smallpox epidemic. he health officials are en- 
countering the most determined opposition in 
their work of placarding,especially in the east end 
ot the city, and several arrests have been made. 
At high mass, yesterday, in the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, the Rev. Father Emard read the Papal 
decree, which is considered as applying to the 
smalipox epidemic in Montreal. and which was 
issued by his Holiness Pope Leo XIII. under 
date of the 20th of August last. The deeree al- 
ludes to the ravages of epidemic and plagues 
among the faithful throughout the world last 
year, and impresses upon Roman Catholics the 
efficiency of prayer in crushing these regretable 
calamities. 

The municipality of St. Henri, which was so 
refractory at first. has at_last given in and ap- 
pointed a loca! Board of Heaith. In the Cath- 
olic churches yesterday, in addition to the read- 
ing of a circular on vaccination, the priests 
strongly urged their congregations to be vac- 
cinated, and advised all those with smallpox in 
their families to stay at home. 

The Health office returns show 48 deaths from 
smallpox in this city yesterday, 3 in St. Henri, 2 
in St. Cunegonde, and 3 in Cote St. Louis, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury has issued the following circular 
to customs officers in regard to the prevention 
of smallpox: 


**Inspectors and other officers of the customs on the 
Canadian frontier will aid the sanitary inspectors of 
the Marine Hospital service and similar inspectors act- 
ing under State authority as far as practicabie without 
interference with their regular duties, and will furnish 
them such facilities for examination of baggage as 
maay be practicable.” 





ONE DOCTOR KILLS ANOTHER. 
BLoomineton, Ill., Sept. 28.—Dr. George 
W. Barton, who has practiced medicine at Sa- 
brook, a little town 20 miles east of this city for 15 


years, was shot and almost instantly killed in 
the street this morning by Dr. Harvey L. Harris, 
of the same town. Harris has lived in Sa- 
brook only about a year, having _pre- 
viously practiced his profession at Foos- 
land, Champaign County. Since going to 
Babrook he has made some inroads on Dr. Bar- 
ton’s practice, and the latter is said to have re- 
sented it. Dr. Barton was standing outside a 
store this morning talking witha man named 
Reyburn, and spoke slightingly of Dr. Harris's 
success in Foosland. Dr. arris, who wa*% 
in the store, heard the remark, and, 
coming out, spoke to Dr. Barton. The 
two had some words and Barton knocked 
Harris down. Harris rose to his feet, drew hig 
revolver, and shot Barton. The latter died in a 
few minutes. He was 40 yeas old and leaves a fam- 
ily. The shooting caused the wildest excitement in 
Sabrook, and there were threats of lynching. 
Dr. Harris was hurried off to this city, where 
the news of the crime had preceded him, and 
where there was also much excitement. 
To a correspondent of THE TrmeEs Dr. 
Harris said that when Dr. Barton remarked 
to Reyburn that he (Harris) ha been unsuc- 
cessful at Foesland, he told him he lied. Dr. 
Barton then struck bim, and he drew his re- 
voiver and shot the doctor. Dr. Harris said he 
did not mean to hurt Dr. Barton, and when the 
shot had been fired went to his assistance.

SHOT DOWN IN THE STREET. 


oA DETERMINED EFFORT TO MURDER-A VIR-: 


GINA EDITOR. 
ABINGDOY, V1., Sept. 28.—The first blood 


of the campaign was shed here yesterday in a: 


street fight which took place between Dr. W. 
White, the independent candidate for the State 
Senate in this district,and Judge G. W. Ward, 
the editor of tho Examiner, of this place, and 
one of the most prominent Democrats in the 
southwest, in which Ward received nine 
wounds, The affair has caused the most intense 
interest throughout this section of the State. 
The campaign had already opened very lively, 
and the bloody affair of yesterday only serves 
to intensify it. In the editorial columns of 
Ward's paper of the 26th inst. appeared the fo!- 
lowing, among other articles: 

“ The man that goes into a convention and seeks the 
auppert ofa convention and then runs without any 
valid reasons against the nominee of the convention 
would steal the coppers off the eyes of a dead negro, 
and how a man can honorably seek the nomination of 
the Democratic Party and because he did not get it be- 
come a traitor, &c.”’ 

To this language, as well as to another 
article that appeared in that ner of that date, 
White took exceptions, and after having read 
them, said to a prominent Democrat on the 
street Saturday that he woulda tolerate no such 
remarks about himself, and that he intended to 
punish the man who wrote them. He went to 
Ward's office, also called at the hotel where 
Ward boarded, and was told that Ward had left 
for Charlottesville Thursday night and would 
not be back until Sunday or Monday morning. 
Warda’s friends say that he was unexpectedly 
called to Charlottesville on busiaess that re- 
quired immediate attention, and had to go 8un- 
day morning. Ward took the Norfolk and West- 
ern train at Lynchburg for this place. When 
the train reached Glade Springs a friend of his 
boarded it and informed Ward that White, with 
several of his friends, was looking for him. 
Ward was very cool, and remarked, “All 
right.” At o’clock the train reached 
Abingdon. Ward got off, walked about the sta- 
tion a few minutes, got into the omnibus and 
rode to his hotel. At the station on the arrival 
of the train were a number of gentiemen. 
Among them were two relatives of Dr. White 
—Graham White, a cousin, and Daniel T, Camp- 
bell, his nephew. They were armed and ex- 
pected to meet the doctor at the train. When 
Ward left the station in the omnibus these two 
gentiemen also left and overtook Dr. White. 


who was on hisway. Nothing unusual occurred 
at the train. 


When Ward reached the hotel he went to his 
room, and in a few minutes returned to the 
office and spoke to two or three friends and 


passed into the dining room to dinner, At the 


table he made an engagement with a friend who 
was Visiting the town to take a walk in the aft- 
ernoon. r dinner he again went to his 
took a and at 4 o’clock went 
stairs, =. through the office, 

went to Gold’s drug store, 50 yards 
distant, remained there a fewf§minutes, 
and started back in the direction of the hotel. 
Justas he reached the steps of the hotel Dr. 
White and his two relatives, Graham White and 
Daniel T. Campbell, who were on the opposite 
side of the street in a shoe store,came out on 
the sidewalk. Graham White hastily cot behind 
a tree a few feet from the store. Campbell took 
his position behind in a store box, and Dr. 
White stood in front of the store and leveled 
his double barreled shot gun, took delib- 


erate aim, and fired upon Ward, shooting 
him down. This was the first intimation that 
Ward had of White and his friends being any- 
where near. Dr. White after having fired the 
first shot retreated within the recess of the store 
door, but immediately stepped out on the pave- 
ment and fired a second shot. Between the first 
and second shots Ward had fallen to the ground, 
aged on his left side with his face downward. 

e ralliedand raised himself upon his left elbow, 
and with his right hand pulled his revolver from 
his coat pocket-and fired upon Graham White, 
supposing that he (Graham White) had shot him. 
Thereupon Graham White and Daniel T. Camp- 
bell opened fire upon him with pistols. The 
number of shots fired in all was 12. Ward’s 
wounds are numerous, and while very danger- 
ous, are not necessarily fatal. One ball 
entered the abdomen, ranging downward, two 
in the inner part of theleftthigh and one in the 
scrotum. In all he has nine wounds. Heis now 
resting well. G. V. Litchfield and Dr. Gold car- 
ried him to his room. As they reached the sec- 
ond floor of the notel Judge Ward said: ‘** Lay 
me down, Iam in fearful pain,” and when they 
carried him to hisroom and laid him upon the 
bed he said: “I did not think that Dr. White, 
the d—d coward, would have attempted to as- 
sassinate me.” 

The Sepoarntetive of THe TrMEs called on 
Dr. White for information in regard to the af- 
fair, but he declined to be interviewed, saying 
that he was advised by his counsel not to make 
any statement. Judge Wardisone of the most 
courageous men in the State. He has been 
severe in his denunciation of Mahone- 
ism and everything connected with the 
party. Four years ago he resigned the Judge- 
ship of this (Washington) County to fight a duel 
with some one who had offended him. He has a 
great many friends in the State, and this ficht, 
it is believed, will be made the fight of party 
leaders so far as the courts are concerned.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—Frank Siddalls 
said to-day, in reference to the challenge by 
Gabe Case to match a pair against the fifty- 
thousand-dollar pacers, that he had paid no at- 
tention to the challenge, and would not do so. 
“It is simply a money-making scheme on 
Mr. Case’s part, and I knew as 
soon as 1 read the challenge that 
it was not bona fide. He does not own a team. 
His scheme is probably this: He will fix up 
his track and hire a scrub team to pit against 
mine. He wouid not race for more than $1,000, 
but would probabiy have no trouble in selling 
5,000 tickets at $2 apiece. After deduct- 
ing all his expenses he would have a neat 
little sum remaining as the fruits of 
his venture. He would not have any 
trouble in drawing a crowd of that size at that 
price. No, Sir. I didn’t buy the team for racing 
Purposes, and don't think that they will ever be 
entered inarace. They arrived in the city to- 
day in charge of Mr. Johnson.”

A DEAD CASHIER’S DEFALCATIONS. 

Boston, Sept. 23—A temporary injunc- 
tion was granted to-day by Judge Allen, of the 
Supreme Court, against the Fram@gham 
Savings Bank, whose Treasurer, Coleman T, 
Adams, committed suicide a few weeks ago, 
socn after the announcement of the dis- 


covery of irregularities in the conduct of the 
bank. Since that time an examination by an 
expert of the books of the bank has been going 
on,and the temporary injunction was to-day 
granted on the application of Bank Commis- 
sioner Getchell, his statement being that 

of about $228,000 has thus 

found. It is stated that 
this deficit has been discovered through 
the examination of the receipt and payment 
book and the deposit and withdrawal account. 
It has appeared that the late Treasurer omitted 
to credit all dividends declared to depositors, 
and did not account for the full amount of de- 
posits, while drafts were entered as paid in ex- 
cess of what had actvally been paid. It is 
possible that the deficit will reach a larger 
amount when the books of the depositors are 
examined. The Commissioner states that the 
bank will have some interest, which will reduce 
the shortage to about $150,000. The question on 
the appointment of Receivers will pe heard on 
the 27th of October, when it is expected that the 
examination will be completed. 





DESTRUCTIVE PRAIRIE FIRE. 

TRAVERSE, Dakota, Sept. 28.—The most 
destructive prairie fire ever witnessed in this 
community occurred yesterday. A man living 
in Lake Township set fire to some straw. A 
strong south wind was blowing at the rate of 60 
miles an hour, and in an instant the flames were 
beyond his control and traveling northward 
with frightful strides. The fire consumed every 
thing within its reach, including houses, barns, 


hay, grain, and farm machinery. It is estimated 
that a thousand tons of hay were destroyed. 


BIsMARCK, Dakota, Sept. 28.—Warrants 


have been issued for the arrest ot a number of 
persons who have auring the past fort- 
nigbt started prairie fires, and they will 
be prosecuted with the utmost’ vigor. 
In several instances men who started 
back fires to form fire breaks which wouid pro- 
tect their own property, but beyond whose con- 
trol the flames escaped, have been arrested. A 
report from the southeastern portion of this 
county says that Belle Franklin, a school 
teacher, saved a neighbor’s wheat stacks from 
the flames Wednesday night. Seeing the tire 
surrounding her neighbor's premises, and know- 
ing that he was absent, she arose from her bed, 
harnessed a team to a plow, andturned several 
furrows between the wheat stacks and the fire. 
Then she put the team in the barn and went 
back to bed. 


HEAVY RAINS 1N GEORGIA. 
Brunswick, Ga., Sept. 28—For two 
weeks it has been constantly raining here. The 


Fast Tennessee and the Brunswick and Western 
Railroad tracks have been so heavily washed 
that no trains on either road are moving to-day.

ROUMELIA AND BULGARIA, 


—___»—__——- 
THE POWERS TO EXCHANGE’ 

VIEWS, BUT NOT TAKE ACTION. 

BISMARCK OBJECTS TO A' FORMAL CONFER-" 
ENCE—THE ROUMELIANS SAID TO BE 
ENTHUSIASTIC OVER THE UNION. 

Lonpon, Sept. 28.—Prince Bismarck be- 
ing opposed to a formal conference of the pow- 
ers On the Roumelian question, Lord Salisbury 
has acreed that the svope of the proposed meet- 
ing of Ambassadors at Constantinople be lim- 
ited to an exchange of views on the question at 
issue without any formal voting and without 
the drawing up of any protocols. Lord Salis- 
bury has instructed the British Ministers at 
Belgrade, Bucharest, and Athens to urge the 
respective Governments to which they are ac- 
credited to refrain from action in connection 
with the Roumelian revolution. M. Wadding- 
ton, in an interview with Lord Salisbury, said 
that M. de Freycinet, the French Minister, 
would co-operate in limiting the revolution to 
Roumelia. 

Lord Salisbury, Mr. Gladstone, the Duke of 
Argyll, and Mr. W. E. Forster have received 
telegrams from Roumelians entreating them to 
recognize the union of Roumelia and Bulgaria. 

The King of Roumelia, in receiving Ahmed 
Zia, the new Turkish Minister, expressed the 
most amicable sentiments toward Turkey. He 
said he hoped for a peaceful settlement of exist- 
ing difficulties, and that the Sultan’s reign 
would be a long and prosperous one. 

A dispatch from Varna says that Russian 
officers returning to Russia express the opinion 
that the Bulgarians, although they make good 
soldiers, have no chance of beating the Turks. 

Prince Alexander is said to be greatly cha- 
grine:i because of the Czar’s failure to answer 
three autograph letters of the Prince asking 
Russia’s support. 

The Porte continues in an expectant attitude, 
altnough the work of mobilizing the Turkish 
troops is being carried on with unflagging en- 
ergy. 

BELGRADE, Sept. 28.—The military au- 
thorities have taken possession of the railways 
throughout Servia, and ordinary travel has 
been stopped. In addition to the reserves 
60,000 of the landwehr have been called out for 


active service, 
BERLIN, Sept. 28.—M. de Giers, the Rus- 


sian Foreign Minister, has arrived here. He will 
confer with rince Bismarck at Friedrichsruhe 
to-morrow, and will then proceed to Copenhagen 
to submit immediately to the Czar the results of 
his interview with Prince Bismarck. 
PHILIPPOPOLIS, Sept. 28.—Prince Alex- 
ander has ordered the civil and military authori- 
ties on the frontiers of Bulgaria and Macedonia 
to maintain order in their respective districts. 
The populace on both sides of the Balkans are 
very enthusiastic over the union between Bul- 
garia and Roumelia, and numbers of men have 
offered to enter the volunteer service in support 
of the union. The ladies are forming a Red 
Cross Society and making other preparations for 


the care of sick and wounded soldiers in the 
event of hostilities. 

VIENNA, Sept. 28.—M. Bratiano, the Rou- 
manian Prime Minister and Minister of the In- 
terior, bas had an audience with Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph and an interview with Count Kalnoky, 
tbe Austrian Minister of Foreign Affairs, re- 
specting the situation in the Balkans. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 28.—The Porte is 
anxious to treat immediately with Sir H. D. 


Wolff. The latter has therefore postponed his 
departure for Egypt.

FROM THE BRITISH METROPOLIS. 
A HOME RULE CANDIDATE DENOUNCES PAR- 
NELL—CUMMINGS BEATS GEORGE. 

Lonpbon, Sept. 28.—Lord Salisbury and 
Lord Randolph Churchill will address a Con- 
servative meeting at Newport next week in the 
presence of each other and from tbe same plat- 
torm. The meeting is designed to show that 
these two leaders are pursuing a united policy. 

Mr. Frank Hugh O*’Cahan O'Donnell, Home 
Rule member of Parliament for Dungarvan, 
Ireland, has retired from the canvass for Par- 
liamentary honors in his district. He declares 
that the Parnellites have persistently insulted 
Mr. James Carlile McCoan, formerly Home 
Rule member for Wicklow, but now Liberal 


candidate for Lancaster; Mr. John O'Connor 
Power, member of Pariiament for Mayo, and 
himself. Parnellism, Mr. O’Donnell claims, has 
reduced the popular organization both in Ire- 
land and America by its schemes for obtaining 
money; sapped the foundation of self-govern- 
ment by abusing nominees, and fostered de- 
ceptive confidence by claiming triumphs on the 
adoption by Parliament of every_worthless 
Irish measure. Mr. O'Donnell was Vice-Presi- 
dent and Honorary Secretary of the Irish Home 
Rule Confederation of Great Britain. 

Lord Rosebery, in a speech at Reigate this 
evening, said that in addition to the planks of 
Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto the Liberal pro- 
gramme included the acquisition of land by 
tenants, free education, and colonial federation. 
Lord Rosebery thus, undoubtedly with the 
sanction of Mr. Gladstone, recognizes and adopts 
the salient features of Mr. Chamberilain’s pro- 
gramme. . 

The following additional particulars of the 
recent calamity at Stockholm have just been 
received: Mme. Nilsson had just finished a 
song and was bowing her adieus when 
the enthusiastic crowd began to rush _ to- 
ward Charles XII. Square. The _ police 
vainly tried to check the rush. Women and 
children screamed, causing a panic. A horrible 
scene ensued. For 15 minutes the air was filled 
with the groans of thedying. Dresses were torn 
from women, and many persons were trampled 
under toot while fighting for their lives 
like maniacs. The night was clear, the 
moon shining brightly. A large staff of 
physicians worked all night caring for 
the sufferers. Many persons are still missing, 
and it is feared that they were drowned in the 
canal. Mme. Nilsson has disbursed thousands of 
kroner in behalf of the wounded and pays the 
funeral expenses of those who were killed. She 
gave a concert last evening 1n behalf of the suf- 
ferers. 

The Prince of Saxe-Weimar will assume com- 
mand of the troops in Ireland on Thursday next. 

The third and lastof the series of races be- 
tween George and Cummings was run to-day. 
Cummings won. The distance was 10 miles. 
Cummings’s time was 51:063-5 and George’s 
52:17. The race was a disappointment. Cum- 
mings took the lead on the sixth lap and won 
easily, coming in 400 yards ahead of his oppo- 
nent. Cummings‘s official time was 51:07, 
which beats the record. 

Oppermann Brothers, electric light engineers, 
with a bouse in London and one in Chicago, have 
become bankrupt. The liabilities and assets are 
not atated.

DuBLIN, Sept. 28.—Mr. C. H. James, one 
of the official Assignees of the Dublin Bank- 
ruptcy Court, has been committed for trial ona 
charge of fraud. 

The financier who was reported on Friday last 
to bea defaulter and an absconder is Thomas 
Strickland, the manager in Ireland for the West 
of England Life ana Fire Assurance Company. 
He has written to friends saying that he has 


been ruined by heavy losses on the Stock Ex- 
change and that he will not return to Ireland. 

Recent investigations by a committee of the 
National League have resulted in the discovery 
that a number of persons have been unjustly

The tenants of the Herbert Kenmare es- 
tates, in Killarney, headed by priests, to-day 
visited the proprietor and demanded a reduction 
of 30 per cent. in rents. Tne demand was refused 
and the tenants withdrew, dectining to pay their 


rents.

dent Magistrate of Belfast,and Mrs. organ 
O'Connell, a niece of the Liberator, for refusing 
to reduce rents 25 per cent.

RENOMINATION OF THE OLD TICKET AS- 


SURED—~MR. HOAR TO TALK TARIFF, 


Boston, Sept. 28.—The Republican poli- 
ticians in town to-day dropped into the 
State Committee rooms to talk over the 
arrangements for the convention at Spring- 


field on Wednesday. It will be most- 
ly a cut-and-dried affair, and _ it 


is as easy to tell to-day what it is going to doin 
most respects as it will be to recountit after- 
ward. The managers say there will be 1,000 
delegates present out of a possible 1,223, but if 
this number sit in the convention a considerable 
proportion will be Springfield and Boston men, 


who. have sent out for proxies from 
the country delegates, The old ticket will be 


renominated with the exception of the Treas- 
urer, who, having served five years, is consti- 
tutional!y ineligible. Mr. Beard will be put 
into the vacant place. Senator Hoar is going to 
devote a considerable portion of his speech 
as permanent President to the tariff, and 
he has been collecting statistics with 
this end in view. The mugwumps, however, 
don’t believe that he will entirely forget to 
abuse them, or that he will fail to sound an 
alarm over the admission of ** Confederate Brig- 
adiers” to office. The only matter which is 
liable to interfere with the harmonious move- 
ments of the convention machinery is 
the purpose of a few labor reformers 
and temperance men to _ secure recogni- 
tion. The delegates from the city of 
Lynn have, in most cases, been instructed to 
present resolutions against contract convict 
labor and in favor of weekly payments. The 
manufacturers and the railroads are naturally 
opposed to the last proposition, and will try to 
smother it in committee, as they will also 
the resolution in favor of making em- 
ployers liable for the injury of their 
employes. The friends of+ these measures 
say they are in earnest, and mean to make a 
fight forthem. The temperance people want a 
plank favoring the submission of constitutional 
prohibition to the people, and this meas- 
ure, too, will have warm friends and stub- 
born opponents. These thingsare usually settled 
in committee under the operation of a rule re- 
uiring the reference of all resolutions without 
ebate, but the managers will need to be prompt 
and wary if they expect to head off all discus- 
sion this year. It is still doubtful to-night 
whether Gen. Hawley will address the conven-

A CONSPIRACY CLAIMED, 


WHAT JORDAN, MARSH & CO. HAVE: TO 
SAY OF THE SUITS AGAINST THEM. 

Boston, Sept. 28.—ln regard to the at- 
tachments placed by New-York parties on 
the property of Jordan, Marzsh & Co., B. 
F. Burks, of counsel for the firm, said 
to-day: “These goods were never bought 
by Jordan, Marsh & Co. They never ask credit 
on such accounts, and some of their bills date 
back 18 months. On the firm’s books are a 
number of accounts which have been paid 
up, and these come downto the present time. 
The alleged claims are of remote dates, 
and there is no trace of them what- 
soever. The statements to the effect 
that Jordan, Marsh & Co. had_ received 
and sold those goods are incorrect. Several of 
these parties have been over here to try and 
work out of the matter. There are some 
houses that. would be jeopardized by such 
attachments, but it is not so with my 
chents,and they mean to put the matter through. 
This house is not the only one that has had 
such an experience. Thereare othersin Boston 
who have been similarly treated. The system 
of remunerating buyers and agents by the sell- 
ing parties is the dry rot of all mercantile busi- 
ness. It is carried on to a large extent, and 
much will probably be brought out when this 
case comes up.” 

Eben D. Jordan, the senior member of the 
firm, reiterated the statement that the whole 
matter grew out of the recent trouble in the 
cloak department. His firm had every reason 
to believe that there was a conspiracy, but were 
waiting for the decision of the court. The total 
amount of all the claims is between $175,000 and

WINNING A THIRD VICTORY 


THE. GENESTA’S EASY °“ VICTORY 


OVER THE DAUNTLESS. 


THE RACE TO CAPE MAY AND BACK‘ PRAC-: 


TICALLY LITTLE MORE THAN A WALK- 
OVER FOR THE ENGLISH CUTTER. 


The race for the Cape May Challenge 
Cup between the Genesta and the schooner 
Dauntless, which was finished yesterday morn- 
ing by the return of the Genesta, was in reality 
little more than a walkover for the Genesta, as 
she heid the lead from start to finish, and came 
in many huurs ahead. The yachts had an excel- 
lent start on Saturday afternoon. The 
starting signal was given at 8:57, and 
the Genesta, crossing 15 seconds later, 
was handicapped by so many seconds, while the 
Dauntless started 1 minute and 5 seconds be- 
hind the Genesta and was handicapped 1 minute 
and 20 seconds. Between two yachts at all 
equally matched this difference of time in start- 
ing would, in so long a race, 246 miles, have 
amounted to nothing atall. But the Dauntless 
requires half a gale of wind to drive her through 
the water at her best, while the Genesta attains 
her highest speed in moderate or fresh breezes. 
In this race the Genesta had every advantage; 
the winds were moderate throughout and the 
sea exceptionally smooth. 

At the start the tide was at the first of the 
flood, ana there was a moderate wind from 
south-southeust. Both yachts crossed the line 
on the starboard tack, the Genesta having a lead 
of about a quarter of a mile, which she increased 
to fully a mile and a half before she went about. 
S<¢ on arter the racers crossed the line the wind 
hauled to the south and freshened materially, 
so that whatever they gained by going through 
the water faster was more than counterbal- 
anced by their having to beat down the Jersey 
coast. The Dauntless held the windward posi- 


tion at the start, and fora time seemed to point 


very well with the Genesta, but at the end 
of an hourand a half she had sagged to the 
leeward, besides being badly outtooted by the 
cutter, and she wentabout at 5:28 to try her 
luck on another tack. She was then carrying, 
in addition to her ordinary sails, a club topsail, 
maintopmast stays il, and balloon jib topsail. 


Soon after going about she took in her balloon 
jib topsail and seta small jib topsail. The Ge- 


nesta carried a sprit topsail, plain head sails, and 
a little jib topsail. She held on the starboard 
tack 11 minutes longer than the Dauntless, and 
finally went about on the Jatter’s weather quar- 
ter nearly hull down. Such were the relative 
positions they occupied standing down the Jer- 
se beach when darkness shut them out of sight. 

he ocean tug Luckenbach, after convoying 
the Genesta for a while, went over to bear the 
Dauntless company, and wher this yacht went 
about off Seabright, at 6:35, she left her again to 
look for the enesta. From the time when 
darkness conceaied her the yachtsmen on board 
the Genesta saw nothing more of the Dauntless 
until about 5 o’clock on the following atter- 
noon, when they passed her on their return 


from the Cape May Lightship. However, from 


the decks of the Luckenbach, which failed to 
pick up the Genesta immediately, the Dauntless 
was seen to go about off Long Branch at 7:30 
o’clock. At the sametime the Genesta was off 
Asbury Park. The Genesta, standing aiternate- 
ly in and off shore, beat her way down the coast, 
and at9:30 made Barnegat Light southwest by 
south, about 20 miles distant. 

The moon, two days on the wane, came up 
soon after 7 o'clock: As the Genesta was lead- 
ing, the Luckenbach kept with her. The Daunt- 
less was far astern. If there had been no other 
sailsin the field of vision it might have been 
possible to distinguish her during the greater 
part of the night, but there were sails in every 
direction, and it was like looking for a particu- 
lar stalk ina cornfield to try and make her out 
in that shadowy fleet. At 2 A. M. of Sun- 
day the Genesta had made Tucker's Beach 
Light, at the entrance of Egg Harbor, 
and by 4 A. M., when she wasabreast of this, Ab- 
secom Light was blinking over the waves. When 
morning dawned there was the seme stately pro- 
cession of sailing and eteam craft, and soon 
after 7 o’clock one of the latter, the City of At- 
lanta, bound from Charleston to New-York. 
turned out of her course to avoid going to the 
windward of the Genesta, whom she saluted as 
she passed. The cutter’s colors were fixed to her 
mast and her peak, and she consequentiy could 
not answer the salute, so the Luckenbach an- 
swered for ber. 

The Dauntless could not be seen even witha 
glass, and at 9 o’clock, after the Genesta had 
passed Absecom, the Luckenbach went back to 
look for her. The Luckenbach steamed fully 
five miles, but even then there was no sail in 
sight that could be made out as hers. By this 
time the Genesta was dropping down below the 
southern horizon and the Luchenbach could not 
venture any further north without running the 
risk of losing her. When the Genesta was over- 
taken, the ** Northeast End” or upper lightship 
on the Five Fathom Bank was visibie in the 
southwest. From this lightship to the‘ Five 
Fathom” or Cape May Lightship, which is the 
one the Genesta had to turn, the distance is 11 
statute miles. The wind was south and light, 
and as the Genesta made slow progress the 
Luckenbach went straight to the lightship and 
awaited her arrival there. The afternoog was 
more than half zone when she went round the 
lightship, which she did at 8:35:23. She came 
down to it on the starboard tack, luffed around, 
set her spinnaker, and swept grandly away on 
the homeward journey. 

Both tightships were flying flags and bunting 
in expectation of the racers,and atthe lower 
was found the sloop Ellwood Becker, in which 
a party of adventurous Jerseymen had come out 
from Atlantic City, about 30 miles distant. At 
6:15 P. M. the Dauntless was sighted in the 
northeast, above the upper lightship. Half an 
hour later the Luckenbach, which had been im- 
mediately steered for her, came up with her. It 
wus then discovered that her foretopmast had 
gone by the board. It was in all probability lost 
by carrying her big balloon jibtopsail without 
properly staying it, as there had been no wind 
sufficient to carry anything away. Otherwise 
she was all right, and atter saluting her the 
Luckenbach steamed away to overtake the 
Genesta. The Dauntless was then about 14 miles 
from the lower lightship, and consequently 28 
miles bebind. 

Night set in after a stormy-looking sunset. 
The wind had failen, and for an hour and a half, 
from 6:80 to 8 o’clock, there was an almost dead 
calm. Thenalight wind came out of the west 
and forced the Genesta to take in her spinnaker 
and jibe her mainsail from port to starboard. 
The wind increased steadily and by 10 o’clock 
was blowing a good whole-sail breeze, before 
which the cutter was scudding with tree sheets. 
The wind, however, gradually backed to the 
north and forced herto doa little beating be- 
fore morning. She was by that time, however, 
well above Barnegat, and when, after day- 
break, a fine breeze came from the north- 
east, she was able to lay her course for the 
Sandy Hook Lightship, which she passed at 
10:11:55 in the forenoon, thereby finishing the 
race and winning her third cup. She was at once 
taken in tow by the Luckenbach and brought 
up to Staten Island. On. the way up she benta 
roval yacht squadron signal to her signal hal- 
yards over three of her private signals to indicate 
that she had won three races, and these she 
dipped from time totime in answer to salutes. 
The steam yachts Nooya and Wanda and the 
sloop Fanny, lying between Stapleton and 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island, saluted her with 
guns asshe passed. The Genesta’s time was the 
slowest ever made Over the course ina race for 
thiscup. Her actual time was 42 hours I4 min- 
utes 55 seconds, and her officiai time was 42 hours 
14 minutes 40 secords, 

Up to a late hour last night the Dauntless had 
not passed Sandy Hook. telegram from one 
of her passengers, sent to a telegraph station by 
& passing vessel, was received at 10 o’clock, stat- 
ing that she was becalmed about 30 miles outside 
the Hook. In that case she will probably be 
towed up to Tompkinsville this morning. 





THE ENGINEER WAS KILLED. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Passenger 
train No. 8 on the Albany and Susquehanna 
Railroad ran into the rear of a freight train near 
Colliers shortly after 7 o’clock this morning. 
Simon Cook, engineer of the passenger train, 
was killed. The fireman saved himseif by jump- 
ing. The engine was derailed and rolled down 
the bank into the river. The accident was due 
to a heavy fog.

THE CHINESE MUST LEAVE, 


‘CHEYENNE WORKINGMEN * GIVE’ WARNING 


TO THE CELESTIALS. 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 28.—The 


‘ workingmen, representing all classes of labor, 


held a secret meeting Saturday night, and Sun- 
day morning a number of printed ‘ dodgers” 
were distributed in different parts of the city, | 
and posted on all the doors of the houses occu- 
pied by the Chinese, reading as follows: 

“A FAIR WARNING.—AlI] Chinamen found in the : 
city of Cheyenne after Oct. 1 will be subjected toa 
coat of tar and feathers and ridden from the city on a 
rail. Workingmen, the Chinese must go!” 

The most minute inquiries cannot trace the 
source trom which the “dodgers” originated, 
The affair has created a sensation throughout 
the city, and while nearly all the best citizens of 
Cheyenne would prefer to see the Chinese x0, 
still there is no doubt should a mob attempt to 
— out with violence they would be pro- 
tected. 


SEATTLE, Washington Territory, Sept. 
28.—The Chinese camp at the Newcastle Mines 
was Visited Saturday night by a mob of masked 
white men, who compelled the guard to sur- 
render. After some talk the mob agreed to give 
the Chinamen 24 hours to leave. They said they 
would riddle with bullets all Chinamen found 
there at the expiration of that time. A special 
train has been sent to Newcastle to bring the 
Chinese in. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, Sept. 28.—The driv- 
ing of Chinese from the New-Castle coal mines, 
near Seattie,taken with similar attacks last week, 
indicate a firm determination among the labor or- 
ganizations of Puget Sound to rid that section of 
coolie labor. Thus far only intimidation has 
been brought into effect, and bloody demon- 
strations are not necessary, because the Chi- 
nese have neither physical strength nor 
courage nor weapons to defend them- 
selves against mobs, White workingmen in 
these demonstrations say in unmistakable 
language to employers: ** We will no longer 
permit you to employ coolies,” and _ to 
the Chinese they say: “You must find 
employment elsewhere.” A Chinaman does 
not need to wait to be kicked ‘to 
take a hint. There is only one ground on which 
white workingmen defend their action, viz.: 
that the Chinese work for less than it 
takes to teed and clothe white men. 
The average paid to coolie laborers 1s 
80 cents per day. This intense feeling against 
Chinese does not exist in Oregon and in Eastern 
Washington because the Chinese do not 
come into contact with labor organizations 
in these sections. Puget Sound, however, 
has suffered from the invasion of the Chinese 
from_ British Columbia during the past year. 
The Restriction act is a dead letter. There 
are a hundred safe landings on _ the 


shores of Puget Sound and the dis. 


tance from Victoria is only 40 to 5 
miles. Smuggling Chinese across the Straits of 
Fuca in sloops, small schooners, and plungers 
has been.a regular business, boatmen charging 
from $15 to $20 per passenger, and the United 
States Government has not litteda hand to pre- 
vent the iliegal immigration. 


THE INDIANA TOWNSHIP FRAUDS.: 


MR. C. E, COOK TALKS ABOUT THE’: CHIEF 


OF THE SWINDLERS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 28.—Mr..C.-E.* 


Cook, of the Vernon Bank, which suspendea 


because of the township warrant fraud, is in 
the city, and has talked very freely of his rela- 
tions with Pollard, the chief of the swindlers.. 
Mr. Cook says: “What threw me off my guard 
was Pcllard’s extreme caution about the matter. 
He would wrangle with me by the hour about 
the price to be paid, and talked like his entire 
business prosperity depended upon making 
a good sale. In addition to this I 
had the _ opinion of the best lawyers 
in the State and the certificate of the 
Trustees themselves that they were alkright. [ 
have no definite idea of the extent of Poilard’s 
operations, except that they were very extensive. 
I happen to know that banks and capitalists all 
over the State are holding these orders and there 
are banks in Indianapolis that have large blocks 
of them. One Chicago bank has $50,000 as col- 
lateral, and when I was in Chicago last year I 
went toa broker’s office to buy some more of 
these orders and they told me they had $200,000 
of them and absolutely refused to let me have 
them below par. I tell you they fooled tie 
smartest financiers all over the country.” 

Mr. Cook scouts the idea that the Pollard or-. 
ders issued from this township with the name of 
Trustee Kitz are forgeries, as the latter claims. 
Mr. Edward Startle, Cashier of the Cincinnatl 
National Bank, which holds 500 of the Kitz 
orders, has returned from Canada where he 
went to see Pollard and force him to settle on a 
threat of extradition. Mr. Startle says that 
Pollard declares the orders to be genuine and 
that if necessary he will return hereto settle 
that question ayainst Kitz. The impression is 
very general here that the Kitz orders are genu- 
ine. nly one expert in writing has doubted 
the genuineness of the signatures of the orders 
shown them.

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MR. WARD WANTS JUSTICE 


oO 
HE DOES NOT WANT TO BE A 
SCAPEGOAT ANY LONGER. 

THE RECEIVER ON HIS THREAT TO PUB-: 
LISH THE NAMES OF THOSE WHO GOT 
THE MISSING $5,000,000. 

Ferdinand Ward sent out fromyvhis re- 
treat in Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday morning a 
statement which was printed in a morning pa- 
per to the effect that he had suffered as long as 
he intended to suffer as the scapegoat of others; 
that he had furnished months ago to Julien T. 
Davies, the Receiver of Grant & Ward, a sched- 
ule showing to whom the $5,000,000, which rep- 
resents the deficit in the assets of the firm, had 
gone, and that Mr. Davies had suppressed some 
of the names, and threatening if Mr. Davies or 
Receiver Johnson, of the Marine Bank, did not 
s00n publish the names he would make them 
public. When this statement was shown to Re- 
ceiver Davies he smiled placidiy, and expressed 
a desire to take THE TriMgEsS reporter into his 
confidence as far as his duty to the estate of 
Grant & Ward would justify him in doing so. 

“After the failure of Grant & Ward, in May, 
igs4,” said Mr. Davies, * I furnished to Mr. Ward 
the books and papers of the firm to enable him 
to prepare a schedule of its assets and liabilities. 
He prepared such a schedule, and sent it to Re- 
ceiver Johnson, of the Marine Bank, who court- 
eously furnished me with a copy. In this 
schedule or statement appeared the names of the 
10 or 12 gentlemen who have received money 
from the firm of Grant & Ward, whese names 
have not been made public. They were private 
gentlemen, not one of whom eyer held a public 
position, and some of them are now dead, and 
therefore unable to make explanations for 
themselves. The entire amount of their 
combined so-called profits does not ex- 
ceed $130,000, and this certainly does not 
account for the $5,000,000 deficit in the accounts 
of Grant & Ward. Of the $130,000, $40,000 is set 
down as losses on stock account, and the bal- 


ance is for discounts allowed on notes of Grant 
& Ward which were purchased by the gentle- 
men whose names have not been mentioned, and 
which Ward eredits to them as* profits." How 
the accounts of these gentlemen will stand after 
allowing to them as an offset the amount which 
they loaned to the firm I don’t know.” 

** Are you willing to make public the names of 
the men who thus discounted the paper of Grant 
& Ward, andare charged by Ward with receiv- 
ing ‘ profits’ on their discounts?’ asked the re- 
porter. 

‘IT don’t think that I have any right to do 
that, for two reasons,” was the answer, “In 
the first place, 1 am unwilling to accept Ward’s 
statements in regard to these alieged profits 
without verification, and I have nagway of veri- 
fying them. In the second placé, I don’t see 
that the publication of the names of these peo- 
ple would benefit the estate ot which Iam the 
Trustee in any manner, and unless { could see 
that, | should not be justified in making them 
public. In addition to this, some of the men, as 
I have said, are dead, and therefore unable to 
say a word in their own defense, and I don’t see 
that any public interest can be served by men- 
tioning their names. Itseemsto me wiser that 
I should not make their business ogee y If 
Ward 1s willing to take the responsibility ot do- 
ing it, thatis his lookout. I couldn’t prevent 
him if I would, and if I could I don’t see that I 
should have any right to attempt to interfere 
with him.” 

Receiver Johnson, of the Marine Bank, was 
very indignant when the threats of Ward were 
brought to his notice. ‘There are his sched- 
ules,” he said, pointing to a pile of foolscap 
about 3 inches high which lay on the floorin a 
corner of his office. * They contained the state- 
ments already published, and the names of some 
men who discounted notes for Grant & Ward, 
paying in good money for worthless paper. 
Ward would issue a note in the name of his firm 
for $10,000, discount it for $8,000, which he would 
divide up between himself and Warner, and now 
he puts down the $2,000 discount as * profits,’ 
and wants to drag respectable men down into 
the mire with him. You know how these things 
are done on the Street. A perfectly reputable 
banker is given a ‘tip.”. He is told where 
he can get $10,000 for the loan of _ $8,000, 
and he jumps at the bait. Its a 
great thing, but in this case the man who bit 
has not only lost his $2,000 bonus, but the $8,000 
which he loaned. Ward has had the impudence, 
in order to pose as a martyr, to charge the men 
who loaned him money with the discount as 
profits. Many of these men have not even put 
in the notes which they hold as claims against 
the estate. They are only too glad to lose the 
money rather than show that they were taken 
in by the wiles of this swindler. If you really 
want to find the missing $5,000,000, you don’t 
want to look for the men who were foolish 
enough to discount Ward's notes. You want to 
look for Warner and the men with whom Ward 
divided the spoils. You'll have hard work to 
find them though, for even a subpoena has been 
unable to find them.” 

Ferdinand Ward smiled when the statements 
of Messrs. Davies and Johnson were read to him. 
Taking a simple sheet of foolscap out of his 
pocket, he said: “I have here the names of 29 
men who absorbed among them the entire $5,000, - 
(00 missing from the assets of Grant & Ward. It 
is not my desire to throw mudon anybody, but I 
am tired of being hounded and pojnted at as 
the man who has all this money, I went 
down town to see my counsel to-day in 
regard to making my statement ublic, 
but they were out of town. I shall cer- 
tainly publish the names as soon as my counsel 
will permit me, unless Mr. Daviesor Mr. John- 
s0n does it in justice to me. I don’t mean to say 
that the money which these men received was 
in each case individual profits, butif I pay a 
man $1,000 for a loan he receives the money just 
the same, whether his loan is paid or not. I only 
want to show where the money of Grant & 
Ward went to, and I can show that and prove 
my statements.” ; 

“ Have you checks or receipts to represent 
the entire $5,000,000 ?”” asked the reporter, 

“IT can show all the checks,” Was the answer, 
* but probably some of the receipts are lost. 
That often happens, you know. Some of the 
claims on these notes have not been presented, 
50 that I can’t tellthe entire amount that the 
firm owes, but Ido know the rate of interest 
which we paid to. every man, and 1 claim that 
the discount which we thus gave cn our paper 
isas much to be counted in accounting for the 
deficiency in our assets as any other claim which 
we paid. I don’t want,” said Mr. Ward, as he 
bowed finally to the reporter, “ to try to evade 
any responsibility that I may have incurred, 
but I object to be made a scapegoat any longer 
in this business,and if those who know the 
facts will not do me justice 1 mean to do a little 
bit of it toward myself.”

NOT LEGAL INVESTMENTS. 


»; A DECISION -THAT SAVINGS ‘BANKS CANNOT * 
BUY GEORGIA BONDS. 
ALBANY, Sept..28.—Early in-the present 
. year the State of Georgia issued $3,500,000 of bonds 
‘which the officials of that State have been very 
anxious to place in the savings banks of New- 
York. The holders-of $8,000,000-of Georgia bonds, 
repudiated in 1878,maintain that the past financial 
‘record of the State is such as to render bonds 
‘issued by it undesirable for savings bank invest- 
ments. The question as to the legal right of 
savings banks to investin bonds issued by the 
State of Georgia having been submitted to 


Bank Superintendent Paine, in May last, was by 
him referred to the Attoruey-General for deter- 
mination. 

The question raised was the legality of the 
issue of the bonds repudigted. Several hearings 
were had, both at Albany and New-York, be- 
fore Deputy Attorney-General Poste, at which 
the State of Georgia was represented by a num- 
ber of its most prominent citizens. Among 
those heard on the subject was the eminent At- 
lanta lawyer, Patrick Calhoun. After careful 
and exhaustive examination of the financial his- 
tory of the State the Attorney-General, in an 
elaborate opinion, concludes that the bonds 
issued by the State of Georgia fall within the 

rohibition of the savings bank law, such‘ State 

aving defauitedin the payment of interest on 
its obligations within the period of 10 years. 

For the purpose of determining the question 
the Attorney-General states that he has made 
“a somewhat careful examination of the his- 
tory of the finances and financial policy of the 
State of Georgia since its reconstruction.” His 
attention, he states, was particularly directed to 
certain obligations issued by the State which. it 
is alleged, were authorized by its Legislature 
during Gov. Bullock’s administration, and were 
afterward repudiated. These are the bonds 
which form the basis of the present controversy, 
and are known as the Brunswick and Albany 
Railroad bonds. The Legislatures of 1869. and 
several years thereafter made enactments per- 
mitting the State Treasurer to indorse, or guar- 
antee, on behalf of the State the bonds of cer- 
tain railroads for large amounts, among them 
those of the Brunswick and Albany Railroad. 

The Legislature declared, Mr. O’Brien finds, 
that such a road would cost $30,000 per mile, and 
its enactment permitted the State Treasurer tq 
guarantee the bonds at the rate of $15,000 per 
mile for every mile of road built. The act pro- 
vided that the company should execute to the 
State Treasurer a deed of trust conveying to 
him all the property of the road, its franchises, 
and rights as security for the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest of its bonds to the amount of 
$15,000 per mile, payable in 40 years, in coin, at 
6 per cent. interest. Bonds to the amount of 
$1,500,000 were issued by the company, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the statute, indorsed 
by,the State Treasurer, and passed to holders for 
value in the course of business. Many of these 
bonds are heid here. In 1872 the Legislature 
formally declared that all the bonds of the 
Brunswick and Albany Railroad Company and 
the indorsement of the State thereon were ille- 
gal, unconstitutional, and invalid, and that the 
State would not be bound by its guarantee. 
Georgia has never since paid a dollar of princi- 
pai or interest upon these bonds. 

The Attorney-General thiuks that the Legisla- 
ture which enabled the Brunswick and Albany 
Railroad Company to obtain the indorsement of 
the State for its bonds complied with the re- 
quirements of the Constitution, and that the 
railroad company did its duty in the premises. 
The Constitution of Georgia requires that State 
aid shall not be given to an_ enterprise in 
which there is not invested by private 
persons an amount eaual fto that of the 
State’s indorsement. The Attorney-General 
holdsithat the Legislature declared that the 
road was to cost $30,000 per mile, and that it has 
not been shown that the road did not cost this 
amount; therefore it appears that this require- 
ment ot the Constitution was complied with. 
He holds that the act to aid the railroad com- 
pany does not disregard any provisions of the 
Constitution, and that the indorsements of the 
company’s bonds for $1,500,000 were made in 
substantial conformity with the requirements 
of the Constitution and the said act, 

He concludes his opinion as follows: “It is 
not necessary, however, to consider any further 
the circumstances under which they were put in 
circulation or their legal status, inasmuch as I am 
of the opinion that as to the $1,500,000 of the bonds 
ot the Brunswick and Albany Raliroad at least 
the State of Georgia has made default in the 
payment of this interest, the principal not yet 
being due. There can be no doubt, [I suppose, 
that bonds recentiy issued by the State of 
Georgia, and now offered for sale in the market, 
are entirely safe asinyestments. That these ob- 
ligations and the interest on the same will be 
promptly paid, and that the faith and honor of 
the State will be maintained, I cannot doubt. 
The right of the Trustees of savings banks, how- 
ever, to invest in them does not depend upon 
such considerations, but upon the point whether 
that State has within 10 years made default in 
the payment of any part of the principal or 
interest of any of its lawful obligations. I hava 
reached the conclusion that it has made such 
default at least in the case of the bonds issued 
or indorsed in aid of the Brunswick and Albany 
Railroad, and this brings the case within the 
statute of New-York regulating investments by 
Trustees of savings banks. 

“TI therefore advise you that thesavings banks 
of New-York may not lawfully invest their de- 
posits in the bonds of the State of Georgia,”

HE ASSAULTS A YOUNG WOMAN WHO 
SEQUENTLY COMMITS SUICIDE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 28.—The twin 
cities of Neenah and Oshkosh, Wis., are greatly 
worked up to-night overa most tragical affair, 
and knots of excited people standing around 
the corners betoken an unusual state of affairs, 
The excitement began last night when a report 
was circuJated, and later yerified, that John 
Kerwin, a young man well known and hereto- 
fore highly respected, had been guilty of as- 
saulting Miss Dollie Lagrange, a young woman 
of 20 years, and the further statement that 
the wronged girl had committed sui- 
cide lent more interest in the matter. 
The details, as near as can be ascertained, are as 
follows: Kerwin and Miss Lagrange who lives 
on the Lake Shore Road, some distance out of 
Neenah, went together to a dance at Brooks 
Corners, and after the festivities were over 
started on their homeward drive. On reaching a 
lonely spot on the road, Kerwin suddenly leaped 
from the buggy, dragged the young woman out, 
and despite her cries, struggles, and prayers, 
assaulted her. He then placed his victim in the 
carriage and conveyed her to her home, leaving 
her there and returning home himself. The girl 
then, according to report, went to her room, 
wrote a letter telling all about the crime, and 
then poisoned herself. Yesterday morning 
groans were heard coming from her room, and 
the apartment was entered, to find Dollie dying. 
A doctor was sent for, but his ministrations 
were of no avail and the poison finished its 
deadly work. The doctor was not apprised of 
the letter left by the dead gir], and knew noth- 
ing aside from the fact that she had taken poi- 
son; but after his return rumors of foul play 
began to be rife, and Chief Sawyer repaired to 
the Legrange residence to inyestigate matters. 
When he discovered the truth, he came back to 
the city and started to find Kerwin, but the lat- 
ter had fled. 
John Kerwinisa young man well known in 
the.city, and bas always borne an excellent rep- 
utation as a steady, upright, industrious man. 
Se isa brother of Lawyer J. C. Kerwin, of this 
city, and unti! he came to town to enter school 
lived with his father, whose farm lies several 
miles in the country to the westward.

Late ir the 
evening the officers found Kerwin, and he was 
at once taken to jail. ;

EMIGRATION TO CANADA,

DEACON MORRIS: BORES. HOLES FROM’UNDER:’ 
THE BAPTISTRY. 

The religious-exercises of the South ‘Bap- 
tist Church in Tottenville, Staten Island, last, 
Sunday evening were varied by such episodes as 
one Deacon boring augur holes in the-baptistry 
tolet the water out and prevent a baptism,’ 
while-other church: officers rushed out,.drew off: 
their coats, and squared their fists in each. other’s 
faces. The trouble arises from a division of the 
congregation over the question as to whether 
or not the Rev. Thomas Bott shall be retained 


as Pastor of the church. Mr. Bott has been 
connected with the Tottenville church one year, 
and the majority of the congregation sympa- 
thize with him, but the Deacons and the Trust- 
ees unite against him. At the Sunday morning 
service John Turner, one of the Trustees, arose 
and said that he desired to have a meeting of 
the church in the evening. The Pastor puta 
motion to the church whether such a meeting 
should _ be held, and the church hooted it down. 
Then Deacon Turner said that the meeting 
should be he!d and that none but members of 
the church would be admitted. Afterward Pas- 
tor ott announced baptismal gervice in the 
evening, Deacon Turner arose in his seat and 
emphatically declared that it should not be, The 
congregation laughed. The Deacon and his col- 
leagues were in the minority, as they have been 
all along in the fight, which has lasted for two 
months. 

At the evening service Joseph Romer and 
wife were to be immersed. After they were ar- 
rayed in the baptismal garments Sexton John 
Harvey went out to the well outside of the 
church to turn the water into the baptistry. A 
yellanda splash followed; Sexton Harvey was 
found in the well. Hecould not tell whether 
or notamember of the opposition had ma- 
liciously pushed him in. Some one rammed a 
ladder down the well for him to climb out on. 
The ladder hit him on the head, No onecoula tell 
whether or not the enemy did it. After the 
sexton had been fished out the tank would not 
fillup with water. Thenit was discovered that 
there was a light under the baptistry. Some 
one peered under and saw two men, one on his 
hands and knees holding a lamp and another on 
his back with an augur boring holes in the bot- 
tom of the tank, through which the water soon 
poured, 

Some one raised a cry and the whole congre- 
gation rushed out. It was discovered that Dea- 
con William Morris bored the holes, while Gil- 
bert Barteaux held the lamp. George Simonson, 
a friend of the Pastor, met Deacon Turner out- 
side of the church while the racket was at its 
height and accused Turner of causing the mis- 
chief. Simonson threatened to whip Turner, 
cnly he was too old, he said. Capt. B. H. War- 
ford tossed his coat on the fence and declared 
that he would see that old Deacon Turner had a 
defender, While the tumult was at its height 
Pastor Bott began singing: 

“There is a fountain filled with blood,” 


and then the service was resumed. After it 
was over the Pastor sarcastically remarked: “If 
Jesus Christ were to come to this pulpit I be- 
lieve that some of these people would crucify 
and kill him.” 

Last night the meeting called by Deacon Tur- 
ner was held with closed doors. None of the 
Pastor's friends were present. The Deacons and 
anti-Bott people decided to meet again next 
Monday night at Deacon Turner’s house, where 
letters will be written to the Association of Bap- 
tist Churches asking that Mr. Bott be removed. 
Mr. Bott says that the meeting was illegal, and 
that he will preach in Tottenville if he has to 
hire a hall, The Trustees voted to declare the 
pulpit vacant after next Sunday, and the church 
will be closed to Mr. Bott.

ISAPPOINTED IN LOVE HE TAKES A DOSE 

OF ARSENIC, 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Sept. 28.—The announce- 
ment that Cola E. Stone, the champion amateur 
bicyclist who died on Saturday, committed sui- 
cide is made, and creates a general sensation in 
this city, where he was well known and re- 
spected. A few months ago Stone won the 
100-mile road championship in the “Century” 
race with the ** Big Four” in Canada, and held 
the road record for that distance—8:26:00. He 
made this on a very heavy track and with rain 


falling. It was stated yesterday, when the 
announcement ot his death was first 
made, that he died from the effects 
of exposure in the Century. Mr. Stone 
was known vhe country over in bicycling cir- 
cles. He was a magnificent specimen of man- 
hood, being well formed and standing over 6 
feet in height. It had been a matter of wonder, 
therefore, that such a large, powerful man as 
Stone should haye died so suddenly, after only 
a few hours’ iliness, and the question went round 
that there was something back of it, This theory 
proved true when this morning the undertakers 
were refused a burial permit by Dr, Martine 
Kershaw, the attending physician, who 
turned the whole matter over to the 
Coroner, feeling that Stone died from 
poisoning. Accordingly an inquest was ordered, 
which took place just before the funeral this 
afternoon at the residence of Mr. Stane’s parents, 
near Tower Grove Station. Deputy Coroner 
Hennessy conducted the inquest. Dr. Kershaw 
testified that on Saturday evening he was called 
to attend Mr, Stone. On entering the room Mr. 
Stone motioned to his grandmother and father 
to leave the room, and then said, ‘* Weil, doctor, 
I have taken arsenic.”” When asked why, he 
simply shrugged his shoulders and said he 
wanted to *sbuiile off.’ The doctor at once ad- 
ministered the usual antidotes. His pulse 
was then 1638, and he was tossing around 
in great agony. He was asked by the 
doctor if he wanted to take any medicine to 
counteract the poison, and said: ** Yes. lam 
disgusted with the arsenic route.’ This, the 
doctor thinks, was not meant as a desire to con- 
tinue to live, but simply as an expression of a 
wish to be relieved of the terrible pain that was 
sapping his lite. He was at this time in the 
greatest agony, vomiting every minute. When 
the doctor cailed later, at 10 o’clock, Stone was 
inan unconscious condition and never rallied. 
Dr. Kershaw believes that the arsenic was taken 
at breakfast on Saturday, and that Stone had 


- been suffering several hours when he was called. 


Prof. C. H. Stone, the father of the deceased 
man, testified that Cola had not given him the 
least idea of suicide, and he expressed the belief 
that the rash step was caused by temporary in- 
sanity, the result of a fall received a few days 
ago at the Springfield (Mass.) tournament. A 
verdict of suicide, with ** cause unknown,” was 
rendered, and on this the burial certificate was 
issued in time for the interment. A more 
plausible reason for young Stone’s death, 
however, is found in_ his _ friendship 
with a tall brunette lady named Laura 
Browning. Miss. Browning is remembered as 
the lady who figured some months ago in 
John 8. Fry’s painting of Samson, about which 
there was some controversy. She is a handsome 
young woman, with a Grecian type of beauty, 
and had captivated Cola, who continued his ad- 
dresses with an ardent persistency that would 
brook no coolness or take notice of any disfavor 
that was shown regarding his attentions. When 
at last she rejected him his proud spirit could 
not endure the pain, and he went to his death.

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HOW THE WILL WAS MADE 


‘INFLUENCES EXERTED 
JESSE HOYT, 

- A‘ LONG -LITIGATION ENDING—EX-GOV. BUT- 
LER, SENATOR EVARTS, AND JOSEPH H, 
CHOATE APPEAR IN THE CASE, 

The big white rose on the left lapel of 
his.coat was enough to single out Gen. Benjamin 
F. Butler asa central figure in the final hearing 
of the Hoyt will case hefore Surrogate Kollins 
yesterday morning. Senator Evarts regarded 
the resplendent Butler with grave unconcern, 
and retained his stony-eyed indifference even 
when the long hair of Gen. Roger A. Pryor, of 
counsel for the contestant, waved with the ve- 
hemence of oratorical assertion. Ex-United 
States District Attorney Root, wno is associated 
with Senator Evarts in defending the will, occa- 
sionally smiled. 

Gen. Pryor began, promising the Surrogate 
that he would confine himself strictly to the 
text of his summing up, which be read from a 
little paper book. He declared that the burden 
of the proof lay with the proponents. He was 
ready to show that the exclusion of Mary Irene 
Hoyt from joint inheritance in her father’s es- 
tate was due wholly to the undue influence of 
the beneficiaries of the will of 1882. Direct proof 
of the exercise of undue influence never can be 


given, Gen. Pryor said. Proof must be inferred 
from circumstances. The exclusion of his only 
daughter from a joint inheritance of the estate 
manifested on the part of Jesse Hoyt, in the 
opinion of Gen. Pryor, either mental incapacity 
or the exercise of undue influence. 

The evidence, he continued, exhibited a rev- 
olutionary change in the testator’s intentions. 
Such a change could have been wrought oniy 
by undue influence. Upon making his will in 
13870 Jesse Hoyt was in perfect health and in 
possession of all his faculties. The will was 
just and natural. Mary Hoyt was liberally and 
sensibly provided for. In 1873 the wt!l was re- 
executed under the same conditions. The draft 
of the will of 1870 was destroyed. The will of 
1873 was an authentic expression of the inten- 
tions of the decedent. By its provisions Mary 
Bore got $100,000 in her own right, the use of 
$200,000, and one-haif of the residuary estate. 
The will of 1882, which is the paper in contest, 
exhibits a remarkable change from the will of 
1873. Mary gets nothing in her own right, 
“‘and,” said Gen. Pryor, ‘“‘her share goes to the 
very persons whose malign influence has now 
dgprived her of her rights.” 

he change in the value of Jesse Hoyt’s 
property clearly showed, to Gen. Pryor’s mind, 
the result of undue influence. In 1870 the 
property was worth about $,500,000, in 1880 
about $8,000,000. It was Jesse Hoyt’s fixed 
and determinate purpose to have his only 
daughter share equaliy in the estate. The will 
of 1882 was a revolution of thatintention, ** Be- 
tween 1870 and 1882,"’ continued Gen. Pryor, 
“there was no change in the condition of Marvy 
Hoyt, the contestant. There was no abatement 
of affection between father and daughter. It 
was the same in 1882 as in 1870. The respond- 
ents say that when the will of 1882 was made 
the contestant was insane, and it was for 
that reason that the change was made in 
the will. The evidence shows that insanity 
was not the cause for the change. Van Sant- 
voord, the lawyer, swore on the stand that Jesse 
Hoyt said when the will was made that if Mary 
had controlof a large amount of money she 
might be madethe victim of an unprincipied 
manin marriage. There was no hint of insanity 
asthe cause of the change. In 1866 the decedent 
believed that his daughter was insane. Yet, 
in spite of that, 1n 1870 and in 1873 he made her a 
juint heiress in his estate. If her supposed in- 
sanity in 1882 kept her out of her share in the 
estate why did he make her a joint heiress in 
1870 and in 1873? He sent berto an asylum in 
1880—or knew that she had been sent to an 
asylum—and yet he left the will uncbanged 
until 1882, when in a condition of physical de- 
bility and influenced unduly he made the change. 

“ The proof cf undue intiuence was not hard to 
show. In June, 1882, Jesse Hoyt was too sick to 
write a note, and craved only solitude. The 
evidence showed that months before he had lost 
all interest in business, and that under the in- 
fluence of opiates bis mind had wandered. Body 
aud mind were weakened. His mind was * Like 
sweet bells jangled, out of tune.’ The incoher- 
ent note written by Mr. Hovt June 24 was the 
result of opiates. It was the ‘discord nt music 
of a disordered mind’-—-a mind out of tune witno 
life and all the world. The witnesses who testi- 
fled as to Jesse Hoyt’s condition were biased— 
not corrupt. In June, 1882, Jesse Hoyt was of 
enfeebled powers—not insane—and an easy prey 
to those who wished to prey upon hisestate. Ia 
the April previous the scheme tor changing the 
will was hatching among the respondents, but 
it was not tull-fledged. Mr. Van Santvoord was 
given notice that he might soon _be wanted by 
Jesse Hoyt. On June 11 Alfred Hoyt wrote to 
Van Santvoord, ‘Jesse may be ready to see you 
in a day or two.’ Alfred Hoytand Jackson, the 
secretary, eveu went so far as to suggest certain 
bequests, and were all the time in the house 
keeping guard over the decedent. On Monday, 
June 26, 1882, Jackson arranged everything for 
the decedent, and gave instructions for shaping 
the papers. 

* During that time,” Gen, Pryor continued, 
“no one was admitted to Jesse Hoyt’s presence 
but the beneficiaries themselves, except the 
doctors. Why was he not ready in April, as 
they had expected he would be? Because they 
had not yet warped and weakened his mind so 
that he could disinherit his only daughter. On 
June 1 Mary Hoyt was sent away toan asylum 
in Pennsyivania—in another State—because she 
could not be reached on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 

Gen. Pryor then argued to show that the 
clandestinity surrounding the changing the 
will was proof of undue influence. He declared 
that even at the grave the beneficiaries con- 
spired to expedite the probate of the will before 
Mary Hoyt went back to the asylum. 

Mr. Root will begin his argument at 11 o’clock 
this morning. Hewill be followed by Gen. 
Butler on Wednesday. Senator Evarts wil! 
close the case. 
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TOO GOOD A MEMORY. 
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HOW THE CARDS WERE MARKED IN A LIP 
TLE POKER GAME. 

In adingy little saloon at No. 174 Worth- 
street on Aug. 28, Antonio Martrangelo sat 
down toa game of cards with the proprietor 
Joseph (hittading. Antonio had won $50, al 
the saloon keeper had, and was about to gather 
in the last pot when Joseph drew a revolver, 
and threatened to kill him if he did not give 
back his winnings. The money was promptly 
returned, but Joseph was later indicted for rob- 
bery. He was tried before Judge Cowing yes- 
terday, and explained that Antonio had cheated 
him by marking the cards with his thumb nail, 
and he fully believed at the time he demanded 
the return of the money that it rightly belonged 
to him. ; 

** How did he mark the jack of clubs?” asked 
Prosecutor Bedford, 

“Three straight lines in the upper corner,” 
was the prompt reply. 

** And the ace of hearts ?” 

*“A cross scratch near the middle,” was the 
answer. 

The exact marks alleged to have been made on 
the backs of over 30 cards were described with- 
out the slightest hesitation by the prisoner, his 
audience becoming more and more amused as he 
advanced until, when the thirtieth card was 
reached, his counsel was convulsed with laugh- 
ter, and even the Judge found difliculty in keep- 
ing a straight face. 

“You bave a wonderful memory,” said Mr. 
Bedford. “If those cards are marked as you 
Bay they are I believe you marked them your- 
self, and if you did not mark them I don’t be- 
lieve you know anything about what you’ve 
been pretending to tell us. Your honor,” he 
added, addressing the court, ‘* I move that the 
case be abandoned,’”? The two persons most 
deeply interested left the room witbout coin- 
prehending what everybody was laughing at.

Nine cargoes were sold, tour were withdrawn, 
and eight remained, including two of Californian. To- 
day the market was slow, to the disappointment of 
sellers. Flour was quiet. Corn wasfirm. Beans were 
6d. dearer.”’

Judge Van Brunt has decided that the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company is 
not entitled to an injunction to prevent 
the Register from interfering with its 
right to have the public records copied 
for its use. It may be that as the law 
stands the right is not one that can be en- 
forced in this way, but it is one that ought 
to be secured in some way. The company 
was chartered for a very useful and 
valuable purpose, and the privilege of 
copying the records in the Register’s 
office is essential to that purpose. Its 
work may interfere with the interests of 
certain lawyers who make a good thing 
out of searching titles and may possibly 
disturb the emoluments of professional 
searchers in the office, but it is of positive 


utility to the public and should have 


every reasonable protection. The Reg- 
ister’s obstruction of the efforts of the 
company to secure copies of the records 
has not been confined to a protection of 
the rights of others or the prevention of 
undue interference with the work of his 
office, but has seemed to be inspired by a 
desire to defeat the purpose for which the 
company was chartered by the State.

INVESTIGATING THE 
BOARD. 


The Senate investigating committee is 
to be congratulated on the discovery of a 
department of the municipal service which 
really needs investigating and for a long 
time has managed to escape any prying 
into its affairs. There appeared at first 
to be some reluctance to meddle with the 
Board of Excise, but this seems to have 
been overcome, and the Chairman of the 
committee has avowed his readiness to go 
to the bottom of its doings, If there were 
no other obstacle than the fact that 
he had been induced to indorse the appli- 
cation for a license for a place to which 
no license ought to be granted, his acqui- 
escence would have no special signifi- 
But what makes the Excise Board 
a tender subject for politicians to probe is 
the intimate relation which exists be- 
tween the liquor traffic of this city and 
the machinery of practical politics. The 
abuses against which much complaint has 
been ineffectually directed have been in a 
great measure due to this relation. When, 
therefore, the city Senators consent to a 
thorough investigation of this department 
they must be credited with the recogni- 
tion of a public duty which requires some 
courage and resolution. 

If this inquiry is made thorough and 
complete there will be a revelation of rot- 
tenness which must lead to the applica- 
tion of some searching remedy. The pub- 
lic owes something already to the integ- 
rity and firmness of Commissioner Mor- 
RIS, who is the only member of the Board 
of Excise that has endeavored to make 
the law serve the purpose for which it 
was intended. His opposition to the 
licensing of disreputable places and 


his frequent protests against the course 
of the majority of the board have 


served to fix attention upon the 
abuses which he has been powerless 
to prevent. Such explanations as the 
majority of the Commissioners have from 
time to time made of their policy have 


been based upon the idea that the chief 


purpose of the law is to derive the largest 
possible revenue for the city from the 
traffic in liquor. They have pointed with 
pride to the large sums collected for 
licenses, and now they seem to regard the 


failure to exact all that is due as the prin- 


cipal shortcoming of the board, and that 
they attribute to defects in the law. 

But supposing every licensed person to 
pay all that the law requires, a large reve- 
nue from this source would not be a mat- 


ter for public satisfaction, nor is it the 


chief object of the law to collect such a 
revenue, but to restrict and control the 
traffic and put an end to its worst abuses. 
To that object the majority members of the 


board have given little orno attention. It 


has been their practice to grant licenses 


to all sorts of applicants, with very little 
inquiry into their character or that of the 
places which they keep. They have granted 
them to some of the most notorious evil 
resorts in the city and refused to revoke 


them when the bad character of the places 


has been proved. 
But the real explanation of the liberality 
of the Commissioners is to be found not 
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in a desire to derive a large revenue for

the public treasury from the liquor traf- 
fic, but in the fact that liquor dealers are 
almost invariably small politicians with 
exceptional means of controlling votes 
and of contributing to the expense of 
carrying elections. They have become so 
because the larger politicians have had 
the power to compel them to be of service 
to themselves, and the Board of Excise 
has been one of the agencies through 
which this power has been exercised. 
It is this side of the subject which es- 
pecially needs investigating.. When it is 
found out that licenses have been improp- 
erly granted or have not been revoked 
where sufficient cause existed, and that 
violations of the law have been leniently 
dealt with or entirely overlooked, it will 
remain to find out why this has been so, 
what political interest has been served, 
and what politicians have stood behind 
the favored dealers. It is to be hoped 
that the committee will not flinch when 
any of the sensitive points are touched, 
but will probe the evil to the bottom. 
They have found a field in which they 
can do something really useful, and there 
will be no lack of information if they 
show themselves in earnest in seeking it. 








INDEPENDENT DEMOCRATS. 


The Democratic organs which are now 
whistling in double leads in order to keep 
up the courage of the rank and file have a 
discouraging task. The attentive listener 
detects an elegiac tone even in the shrill- 
est of the whistles. It cannot well be 
otherwise, with such signs of the timesas 
the Staats-Zeitung, the ablest and most 
influential of the German newspapers, 
frankly rejecting the ticket, and all the 
Democratic politicians running away 
from the nomination for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. 

There is one argument and one only by 
means of which the managers of Gov. 
HILL’s canvass can hope to keep together 
any votes beyond those of men who do 
not look to see what names areon their 
ballots before casting them, after being 
assured that they are voting the regular 
Democratic ticket. That argument is that 
a vote for HILL is a vote for CLEVELAND. 
Outside of the State a defeat of the regu- 
lar Democratic ticket would be liable to 
be taken as a defeat for the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration. New-Yorkers know better, 
but there are New-Yorkers who would be 
delighted to spread such a belief in spite 
of their better knowledge. One peculiar- 
ity of the situation is that these people 
comprise organists on both sides. There 
are supporters of DavENPORT and there 
are also supporters of H1iLL who would 
point out, in the event of the election of 
the latter, that it was a rebuke to the 
President. The former set of organists 
would also point out that the election of 
DAVENPORT was a rebuke;to the President. 
It is not often in politics that the same 
moral can be extracted from either of 
two opposite results, 

The enemies of the President in his own 
party will not have exactly this gratifica- 
tion, They could only “ claim” the elec- 
tion of Hitt as a Democratic rejection of 
the Administration, and the election of 
DAVENPORT as a proof that the course 
of the Administration had disaffected the 
Democratic voters whose votes were nec- 
essary to the election of HILL and were 
not forthcoming. What they wish is 
to obstruct and annoy the Presi- 
dent as much as_ possible, and 
they rightly judge {that this object 
would be attained by the election of 
Hitt. Tosuch of them as have any po- 
litical sense, however, it must already 
have come to appear very unlikely that 
they will be able to found any “claims” 
whatever upon the election of the Demo- 
cratic candidate or to extract any morals 
from that highly improbable event. He 
cannot be elected unless a very large num- 
ber of Democrats who are now indisposed 
to vote for him can be persuaded to do so. 
These Democrats can only be thus per- 
suaded by being convinced that votes for 
HILL would be votes of confidence in the 
Administration. 

The Democratic spoilsmen are thus re- 
duced to the humiliating necessity of argu- 
ing before election that the success of 
their ticket would not mean precisely 
what they would be prepared to maintain 
after election that it did mean, if their 
false pretenses should impose upon Demo- 
crats who mean their votes to count in 
favor of the Administration, and who do 
not clearly see how that object is to be 
attained, 

There are a very great number of Dem- 
ocrats in this position, They had no voice 
in the Democratic State Convention. This 
was made up of and by the professional 
politicians who expected to get their liv- 
ings out of a Democratic Administration, 
and who are, without doubt, disgusted at 
their failure todo so. Their disgust is ex- 
pressed in the civil service plank of the 
platform, which may be described in a 


badly mixed metaphor of English origin 


as ‘the bitter cry of outcast Demo- 
crats.” Meanwhile those Democrats who 
neither get nor expect to get their 
living by politics, and who have in poli- 
tics simply the interest of good citizens in 


good government, are bound by their ap- 
proval of the efforts of the Administra- 


tion in that direction to give no aid or 
comfort to the work of the spoilsmen who 
call themselves Democrats and who con- 
trolled the Democratic Convention. 








THE MEMPHIS TELEPHONE SUIT. 


The Government’s suit against ALEXAN- 
DER GRAHAM BELL and the American Bell 
Telephone Company is now attracting at- 


tention wherever telephones are used in 


this country, The subject will be fully 


considered from all points of view. Just 
now it is the attitude of the Attorney- 
General that seems to interest the pub- 
lic. It has been shown that he owns 


a large amount of stock in a 


rival company against which the Bell 


Company has’ been proceeding in 
the courts. But it also appears that he is 
not a stockholder in the company in re- 
sponse to whose application the Govern- 
ment began this suit, and that permission 


to begin and carry on the suit was not 


granted by him, but by Solicitor-General 
Goons, who was acting as Attorney-Gen- 
eral in his absence. Nevertheless, it is 


would, in al] probability, greatly increase 
the value of stock in the company with 
which the Attorney-General is connected. 

But what course ought an Attorney- 
General of the United States to pursue 
when evidence is submitted to him upon 
which he is asked to authorize a suit for 
the repeal of patents? What ought this 
officer to do in such a case, even if he 
owns stock whose value would be in- 
creased by the successful issue of such a 
suit, provided that he ‘is convinced that 
justice and the interests of the people de- 
mand the repeal of the patents in ques- 
tion? Ought he to refuse to allow the 
Government to sue, simply because the 
result of the suit might favorably affect 
his private interests? Or should he grant 
permission without regard to those inter- 
ests? There are two sides in this contro- 
versy about his duty, and these questions 
deserve consideration. 

If the allegations set up in the Govern- 
ment’s bill of complaint, filed at Mem- 
phis, are true, then the Bell patents should 
be declared null and void, and it is the 
Government’s duty to ask the courts to 
set them aside. These allegations are 
based upon sworn statements that were 
laid before the Department of Justice. 
Those who take an interest in this matter 
should not lose sight of these facts. 

It may be that at present a considera- 
tion of the action of the department and 
of the Attorney-General’s investments 
tends to obscure the merits of the case 
that is to be tried. If the Government 
has been imposed upon by Mr, BELL, and 
if his patents were improperly procured 
and ought not to have been issued to 
any one, then Mr. GaRLAND’s private 
interests should not be allowed to preju- 
dice the proceedings for their invalidation. 

Whatever may be the facts about the 
issue of the patents, the company that has 
obtained hy means of them a monopoly 
of the transmission of articulate speech 
by electricity is not only exacting too 
much from the people for the use of these 
patents, but is also preventing the devel-. 
opment of the art of telephony. It re- 
quires from the local Exchanges a rent 
of $14 a year for instruments whose 
entire cost is only $8 42, and is now 
raising that rent even in States where the 
rent charged by local Exchanges has been 
cut down by statute. The company is 
greedy. Its business is immensely profit- 
able. As the Boston Commercial Bulletin 
says, “its rates ought not to be raised for 
the benefit of a monopoly which is de- 
claring dividends at the rate of 34 per 
cent, per annum.” 

In the Memphis suit the Bell Company 
will not be in the hands of enemies. The 
United States Circuit Court will not 
trample upon its rights. It will not be 
denied justice, Evenif it can be shown 
that in authorizing the suit the Depart- 
ment of Justice was moved by a consider- 
ation of private interests, that will not 
affect the proceedings in court to the in- 
jury of the defendant. And if, as has 
been said, several of the allegations have 
been passed upon in other districts 
in favor of the company, why should the 
company complain because they may now 
be passed upon again in asuit that will 
undoubtedly be decisive and final, and 
whose result, if favorable, will relieve it 
of the burden of further litigation? And, 
on the other hand, if these allegations 
have not been thoroughly considered in 
previous suits the people have a right to 
ask that they shall now be exhaustively 
examined and shall have the weight 
which they deserve. 








SCOLDING AT DEFEAT. 


The Saturday Review waxes incoherent 
over the failure of the Genesta to beat the 
Puritan, and intimates that Sir Ricuarp 
SutTton lost because he had to contend 
against absurd conditions. ‘‘ He accepted 
conditions designed, subject to the inter- 
ference of ore of those tempests* which, 
though produced in America, seem to affect 
England so much more, to assure the 
victory of the American yacht.” The con- 
ditions that the challenger shall give six 
months’ notice, shall sail from the coun- 
try where it is owned and shall not de- 
cline to meet centreboard craft, are all 
based on good reasons. The involved 
young man of the Saturday Review for- 
gets that the America crossed the ocean 
and met any and every yacht the Eng- 
lish could bring against her. Was this 
the case with the Genesta? No; in a 
truly generous and sportsmanlike way the 
chances were all risked on one craft, The 
parting of a stay on the Puritan would 
have been enough to give a victory to the 
Genesta, In 1851 the antagonists on which 
the English public reckoned to beat the 
America were disabled by the fail- 
ure of the wind, but that lack of 
wind allowed certain other yachts to 
crawl up during the last part of the trip 
and almost get in sight of the fleet Yankee. 


Suppose we had entered the four yachts 


which are fleetest in four different kinds 
of wind and sea? That would have been 
some approach to the conditions under 
which the America carried off the Queen’s 
Cup. 

The objection to the centreboard at this 


date must appear whimsical indeed, On 


this side we supposed that these races 
were in large measure a test of the keel 
boat against the centreboard, and it is 
strange to hear anybody whimpering be- 
cause the Puritan used one. It may be 


true that the centreboard yacht is “the 


type condemned by all English yacht 
clubs as tending to produce an unsea- 
worthy vessel,” but these pompous 
words mean something to those only 


who are deeply impressed by the 
wisdom of British yachtsmen, [t must 


have occurred to the good Britons who 
saw the Puritan at Newport in the 
race for the Goelet Cup, and off Long Isl- 
and in the blow during the outside race 


with the Genesta, that the Puritan, at any 
rate, was not a “lightly built racing ma- 


chine that has never been in blue water 
‘and very likely would founder in a gale.” 
It would be better for the Saturday Re- 
view to waive these strained reasons to 
account for defeat and pin its faith to 


that redoubtable vessel the Irew, Capt, 


Wituiam O’Neate, which, it now ap- 
pears, is the really true and original cham- 
pion of England. This is the ‘‘ mine” the 





retaliation for that of 1851 on the English. 
The Genesta was never a great yacht at 
all, The Trex will “fix” us. 


A CHAPTER ON ETIQUETTE. 

A recent number-of the New-York En- 
terprise, a weekly newspaper published 
and edited by a colored gentleman, is de- 
voted to the instruction of his brethren 
concerning the conventionalities of so- 
ciety and the requirements of etiquette. 
The editor, if we may judge from the 
graceful familiarity he evinces with his 
subject, is himself accustomed to move 
in what he terms the “ best circles,” and 
the easy alacrity with which he settles 
the intricate and subtle problems in man- 
ners and breeding propounded by his sub- 
scribers is at once elevating and instruct- 
ive, 

Many of the ‘questions put by what one 
of the editor’s race has termed the “ fair 
sect”—the adjective to be accepted 
as merely figurative—indicate that the 
chambermaids and cooks are determined 
to keep the gentlemen of the side- 
board and the stable strictly within 
the bounds of conventionality. For in- 
stance, a young lady who signs her- 
self ‘‘L.” asks with self-denying devo- 
tion to the proprieties whether it is 
good form for her to “remain in the 
streets after dark,” and theeditor responds 
that ‘‘ young ladies of the highest society 
should not remain in the streets after dark 
unless.accompanied by a chaperone.” To 
another anxious inquirer of the same 
tender sex, who asks, ‘“‘Should a lady 
recognize the salutation of a gentleman 
who happens to be standing in a barroom 
door?” he returns a_ terse negative. 
‘*Daisy,” obviously a super-sensitive and 
ultra-delicate creature, goes so far into 
the more intricate distinctions regulating 
the obligations of etiquette as to ask, 
** How should a lady act if a gentleman 
makes improper advances to her?’ The 
editor sternly responds that she should at 
once *‘ ask him to desist,” and even ad- 
vises her in case he should persist to go to 
the extreme length of cutting his ac- 
quaintance. 

The Enterprise also enlightens the 
sterner sex in the same satisfactory man- 
ner. Toa gentleman who inquires whether 
itis the correct thing to stand upon a 
street corner to converse with a friend he 
responds, with fine discrimination, that if 
the friend be a gentleman it is permissi- 
ble to converse with him on acorner for 
not more than ten minutes, but if the 
friend be a lady the conversation should 
not last over five minutes. Gentlemen 
are also informed that it is the height 
of rudeness to allow a lady to carry her 
own parasolin the street, and that dia- 
monds are considered ostentatious and 
vulgar. The editor thinks that latitude 
should be allowed in the matter of a lady 
taking a gentleman’s arm in the street in 
the daytime, suggesting, however, that 
unless the lady and gentleman are ac- 
quaintances of at least a week’s standing 
the practice should not be tolerated, and 
he points out that for a gentleman to send 
up his business card to a lady when mak- 
ing a formal call is not considered good 
form. 

But the purest and whitest of the pearls 
of editorial wisdom is found in the com- 
ments of the Enterprise upon the action 
of Mrs. Lypia ANDREWS, of Bridgeport, 
who was “‘rudely chucked under the 
chin” by a white man in the street, whom 
she at once prostrated with a brick. ‘‘ For 
this proceeding,” says the editor, ‘the 
lady has our unqualified approval, and we 
sincerely trust that others will follow her 
example.” 

There is one field for etiquette, however, 
upon which the Enterprise does not touch, 
and in which its subscribers really need 
enlightenment, and that is the proper de- 
meanor for the church, Only last week 
the Abyssinian Baptist Church was the 
scene of a discussion so earnest in its nat- 
ure that several members were carried 
away suffering from their injuries, and 
others were arrested, while it became 
necessary for a Captain of Police to oc- 
cupy the pulpit and hear and determine 
the arguments withaclub. The conduct 
of Miss AMANDA TREBBLE in threatening 
to ‘‘cut Deacon HaRRis open”—an action 
that would perhaps have been liable to 
unfavorable comment even at a cake 
promenade or any ordinary social gather- 
ing—was in particularly bad taste during 
a church service, No lady of real refine- 
ment and breeding would threaten to 
eviscerate a Deacon in his own pew un- 
der so slight provocation as that received 
by Miss TREBBLE. 

Nevertheless, the editor of the Enter- 
prise is deserving of encouragement, and 
we sincerely hope to see the good work he 
has begun go on to a fruitful issue,

THE NEWS OF WASHINGTON, 





IMPROVING THE CUBAN MAIL SERVICE— 
NEW-YORK IMPORTERS PROTEST, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Referring to a 
statement in a New-York paper that the Post 
Office Department bad had to fall back on a sail- 
ing vessel to carry the mails between Key West 
and Havana, the Superintendent of Foreign 
Mails, Mr. Bell, said to-day that he had a tele- 
gram from the Postmaster at Key West inform- 
ing him that the mail steamer Cochrane was 
making regular trips, having left Saturday 
night for Havana and being due at Key 
West to-morrow morning. The department has 
shortened the time between Tampa and Key 
West by cutting off the divergent trip to Punta 
Rassa in Charlotte Harbor. This makes a 
saving of five hours. Within a few days the 
department will advertise, Superintendent Bell 
says, for the carrying of the mails between 
New-York and Cub: via Key West, on a schedule 
of 65 hours. Assurances have been given that 
this fast time can be made without difficulty. 
The service is expected to go into operation 
about Dec. 1. Havana peopleare so well pleased 
with the prospect of the new service, that 
they are negotiating for the carrying of their 
European mails via New-York City by the same 
Gulf and raii route. 

Representatives Clardy and Hatch, of Mis- 
souri, called upon Secretary Manning this after- 
noon to urge the appointment of Mr. James 
McGrath, of St. Louis, as Supervising Archi- 
tect. It is understood that Mr. Bell’s resigna- 
tion wili take effect Nov. 1, but the Secretary 
has as yet given no indication of his preference 
for any particular applicant. The Missour‘ men 
regard Mr. Benjamin Silliman, of New-Yo «. as 
the strongest opponent Mr. McGrath has. In 
the course of conversation this afternoon Mr, 
Hatch referred to the anti-silver platform of the 
New-York Democracy, and asked Mr. Manning 
if he did not think it would cost the party some 
votes. The Secretary replied quite promptly 
and with emphasis that he did not anticipate any 
such effect. 

A deiegation of importers from New-York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston are hereto protest 
against the exaction of a duty of 20 per cent. on 
the hair on imported goat skins. Goat 
skins are brought to this country as ma- 


terial to be manufactured into what is 
known as imported leather. These skins 
have’ always en admitted free of duty, 
until last June Assistant Secretary Fairchild de- 
cided thatif they had hair on them the hair 
would be subject to a duty of 20 per cent. The 
importers have paid this duty under protest. 
They called upon Secretary Manning this after- 
noon and made an appointment with him fora 


hearing to-morrow morning. Mr, Fairchild is 
now away, and the Seoretary will make no de- 


cision until his return.

TOUREE FIRES IN ONE HOUSE, 


TICION THAT THEY WERE ALL OF IN- 
CENDIARY ORIGIN. 

Three fires occurred yesterday in C. B. 
@oods’s double five-story house No. 621 
Sixth-avenue, and Capt. Williams says 
they were of incendiary origin. On the 
ground fioor is the paint and decoration 
store of C. KR. & E. C. Covert, in which H. GC. 
Sweet & Co., insurance agents, have an office. 
In the basement are Covert Brother's storeroom 
and the barber’s shop of C. Farachi & F, Lorio- 
chio. The first fire occurred, according to the 
janitress, Mrs. 8. Blezard, among some rub- 


bish in a hall in the basement out- 
side the barber’s shop. This was at 2:15 
o'clock in the afternoon. The Fire Department 
Was summoned and the fire was extinguished 
with the ioss of about $100. Thus nothing was 
suspected. A second fire occurred an hour iater, 
in nearly the same place, but it was easily put 
out, and was believed to have originated from 
the first fire. At 6:10 o’clock, shortly after Covert 
Brothers’ store was closed,a fierce fire broke out 
in their paint room in the rear of their store, 
about 20 feet from where the first fire broke out. 
This caused a loss of $1,000 to stock and $300 to 
the building.

THE NEW BUILDING FOR 
YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 


FORMALLY ACCEPTED, 


The late Freaerick Marquand, of Brook- 
lyn, manifested a lively interest in the success 
of the Brooklym Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation, and more than ence made an offer of a 


large sum of money as 4 building fund, on con- 
dition that the association should raise a given 


sum in addition. This condition the assoviation 
was not able to fulfill. The legatee Trustees 
of Mr. Marquand’s estate were vested with 
extraordinary powers, however, in the disposi- 
tion of certain funds in the interest of educa- 
tion, the spreading of the Gospel, &c., and they 
offered to purchase a site and erect a building 
for the association, on condition that the 
charter of the association be so amended 
as to inspire confidence in the stability 
of the institution, and that its funds 
should never be diverted from the objects 


specified in the charter, andalso on condition 
that the association reise the sum of $150,000 as 
an endowment. Both these conditions were 
fulfilled, and the legatee Trustees, Aianson 
Trask and D. W. McWilliams and Mrs. Virginia 


M. donroe purchased a site and erected a build- 
ing, which was tormally given to the associa- 
tion last evening. 

The buiiding is situated in Bond-street near 
the corner of Fulton. The main building bas a 
front of 125 feet on Bond-street, and is 100 feet 
deep. From this a wing 67 feet long reaches to 
Fulton-street, on which it has a front 
of 20 feet. Another wing extends from 
the rear of the main building a distance 
of 100 feet, to Hanover-place, on which it is 60 
feet in width. The buiiding is of brick, with 
stone sills, caps, and trimmings. The main part 
and the Fulton-street projection are four stories 
high and the Hanover-piace wing three. The 
edifice impresses one with the idea that it fur- 
nishes an abundance of room for the four 
departments of the association’s work, physical, 
social, educational, and religious. The lower 
floor of the Fulton-street wing will be used as 
the main entrance, and back of the inner vesti- 
bule is a large, cheerful reception room, made 
more cheerful b a big fireplace, with a carved 
oak mantel. This room opens into a large 
icbby, in the main part of the building 
containing ithe offices of the Secretaries 
and Treasurer, The features of this floor of the 
main building are the library and reading room, 
a lecture hall, and the members’ parlor, and 
there are also the private rooms of the officers, 
a Directors’ room, and various accessories in 
the way of cloak rooms, lavatories, &c. The 
library contains 6,000 volumes, and is large 
enough for 30,000, which number the associa- 
tion is very anxious to own. 

The upper fioors of the Fulton-street wing 
are devoted to class rooms, of which there are 10 
in all throughout the building. The Bond- 
street building is occupied for the most part 
above the ground floor by the Association Hall, 
a handsome autitorium 483 feet scuare and 40 
feet high, with a seating capacity of some- 
thing over 1,300. The seats are opera 
chairs, and are arranged in amphitheatre 
form, and asthe floor has a considerable s!ope

$15,000, which he cheerfully paid, although he 
had become a resident of ew-York before the 
subscription became binding. After again urg- 
ing the importance of religious work among 
young men, Mr. McWilliams addressed himself 
directly tothe President and Board of Trustees, 
and presented them with the title deeds to the 
estace and the keys of the building. 

A. 8. Barnes accepted the trust on behalf of 
the board, and madea few remarks, expressing 
the gratitude of the association to the Trustees 
of the Marquand estate and to the contributors 
to the endowment fund. He congratulated the 
members on the possession of a home to which 
they can resort for physical, social, intellectual, 
and spiritual culture, and the Christian parents 
and the evangelical churches of the city on hay- 
ing such an important ally in good work. 

_ A dedication prayer was then offered by the 
Rev. . Bebrends, and then an address was 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. T. L.Cuyler. He 
spoke mainiy on the importance of religious 
work, supplementea by social attractions 
and inteliectual culture among young 
men. President Packard made a tew 
remarks, closing by announcing a *re- 
ception for members and their friends this 
evening and a reception to the voung men of 
Brooklyn to-morrow evening. The services 
were closed with a benediction by the Rev. L. T. 
Chamberlain, and then the audience procueded 
to inspect the building, under the direction of 
the officers of the association and a large corps 
of ushers chosen from the members.

THE PROPOSED ALLIANCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—When Presi- 
dent Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Ratiroad 
Company, was asked te the truth of 
the statements about «a proposed alliance with 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Reading, he re- 
plied that no alliance had been made. President 
Keim, of the Reading, stated that he did not 
know anything more than what he had seen in 
the papers, and the Baltimore and Obio officials 
pleaded ignorance of the whole subject. The 
negotiations having this alliance in view have 
been in progress for several months and several 
conferences have been held on the subject. The 
Pennsylvania people claim that if the agree- 
ment is made it will havea harmonizing influ- 
ence upon the whole railroad situation, and that 
it will also assist the revival in business.

THESENATE COMMITTEE'S SEARCH 
FOR LIGHT. 
THE BOARD'S APOLOGY FOR ANY DEFECTS 
—COMMISSIONER MORRIS’S CARE NULLI- 
FIED BY THE DEMOCRATIC OFFICIALS. 


The committeemen from the Senate who 
are trying to find out how the Excise Board does 
things behind the scenes met yesterday. Chair- 
man Frederick 8. Gibbs told his associates on 
the committee that he was going to make the 
investigation a very thorough one, notwith- 
standing the insinuation that he was afraid to 
do so because of a letter he had written to one of 
the Commissioners practically indorsing an ap- 
plication for a license. He was willing to 
stand on any letter he had written to 
the Excise Department or any other de- 
partment. When the proper time came 
he should ask to have the letter produced and 
read to the committee. Commissioner Mitchell, 
who had the letter referred to in his pocket, 
smiled serenely at a half dozen Aldermen sitting 
around him, whose business, aside from politics, 
compels them to take out liquor licenses. When 
Senator Gibbs wanted to put the letter in evi- 
dence Commissioner Mitchell was not there. The 
Senator asked the lawyers to produce him, letter 
and all, to-day. Before beginning the examina- 
tion of witnesses a communication from the 
Excise Board was put in evidence as an apology 


for “ any defects which may exist" in their de- 
partment. It contained, among other matter, 
the following paragraphs: , 

“ We find the excise laws very much mystified and 
difficult to be understood by reason of the amend- 
ments constantly made therein and the inability of 
the Legislature to satisfy the various sections of the 
community who regard the liquor question from 80 
many different standpoints. * * The duties of the 
Excise Board are of a two fold character—to increase 
the revenues as far as the law will permit, and at the 
sume time to contro! the liquor traftic within proper 
Jimits. * * * The Excise Department at present 
turns into the City Treasury nearly $700,000 annually. 
Owing to a of business it stands in need of 

i slation. 

PGeanr the present law the Excise Inspector has no 

ower to make arrests for violation of its provisions, 
_ can the Excise Board antedate licenses. Conse- 
guently if a dealer remains for a month without ap- 
plying tora renewal of his license or allows a month to 
elapse from the time his application is granted until he 
takes out his license the city .oses by his neglect. Un- 
like the Tax Department, which inflicts a penalty for 
non-payment, the Excise Board has no power to punish 
or compe! the delinquent trader to pay his indebtedness, 
and we believe that a penalty should be imposed. ‘the 

owers that are now lodged in other departments to 
nstitute proceedings to recover damages for violation 
of the law should be vested in the Hxcise Board. If 
your committee can curry these suggestions into 
practical effect we believe the revenues will be in- 
creased to $1,000,000 annually. It might appear on the 
fuce of this statement that increasing the revenues 
meant also a corresponding increase in the num ber of 
suloons. Our experience during the past few years 
does not warrant this conclusion. In order to increase 
the revenues it is not necessary to increase the num- 
per of saioons in the same_ proportion, but merely re- 
guire that every dealer should be compelled to pay 
promptly.” 

The clerk of the Excise Board, John K. Per- 

ey, opened a bundle of department records that 

e had been subpcenaed to bring with him, and, 
in response to interrogatories from Lawyer 
Charies P. Miller, gave the Senators an idea of 
the Excise Department. It is composed, accord- 
ing to Mr. Periey’s testimony, of three Commis- 

ioners—Morris, a Republican; Haughton, an 

rving Hall Democrat, and Mitchell, a County 
emocrat. These three men have the sole power 
of appointment of the employes under them, 
and the pay of these employes comes directly 
out of the excise moneys, not out of the City 
Treasury. Aside from its counsel, the board 
regularly employs seven clerks, three Inspector- 
Generals, and 34 inspectors. Each Commissioner 
exercises his prerogative in appointing these 
fnspectors, and they are known in the depart- 
ment as Commissioner Morris’s man or Commis- 
sioner Mitchell’s man or Commissioner Haugh- 
ton’s man. The inspectors determine by an 
pplicant’s character and the neighborhood he 
ives in wheter or not he is fit to have a license, 
pod, according to Mr. Perley’s testimony, the 
policy of the board 1s to be careful in choosing 
the men. 

A majority vote of the board is necessary to 
grant any application for a license. The wit- 
bess said that the records of the board would 

how that of iate a great many licenses have 

een granted against the protest of the minority. 
The minority is always Commissioner Morris. 
Jhe other two members outvoted him. Com- 
missioner Morris made it a practice to be at the 
rooms of the board every day to make a per- 
ponal examination of the records, to see whether 
or notan applicant fora license bad ever been 
convicted of violating the excise laws. He had 
unearthed a great many such cases, and the ap- 
plications were always rejected. At a meeting 
of the board last January, just atter the police 
bad made a raid on several saloons where gam- 
bling was carried on, the records show that 
Commissioner Morris made a motion that the 
licenses of the places referred to be revoked. 
The motion was defeated. 

** And the licenses were not revoked?” asked 
Mr. Miller. 

** No, Sir,” answered the clerk. 

**Do you remember,” be was asked again, “ of 
another instance where Commissioner Morris 
Went to a gambling house where liquor was 
Bold, and on reporting the fact to his brother 
Commissioners asked to have the license re- 
voked, but the other Commissioners refused and 
Said that they also had been to the same place and 
could not find any gambling? Do you recoilect 
apy such incident?” 

The c'erk said he did not. 

The witness read from the records a memo- 
randum ot aresolution that was introduced in 
the board requesting the Police Commissioners 
ovly to recognize as official such requests for 
information as came from the board and not 
from any single member of it. 

* Wasn’t that resolution,” queried Mr. Miller, 
“intended to prevent Commissioner Morris from 
sending out for information about cases as he 
had been in the habit of doing?” 

Tbe clerk would not like to say so. 

* Did not Commissioner Morris say at the 
meeting,”’ continued Mr. Miller, * that he could 

et the information he desired without going to 

be police ?” 

The clerk thought he did. 

**Is not Commissioner Morris in the habit of 
sending out forinformation about applicants 
for licenses independent of the other Commis- 
sioners ?” 

The clerk said that he was, but that occasion- 
ally the other Commissioners sent out for in- 
formation also. Scmetimes an Inspector made 

favorable report about a bad place and the 

icense was not granted. Then the Inspector 
was taken to task. Some men had been dis- 
harged for it. The board basa lawyer, Elliott 
ndford, who is paid $5,000 a year, but the wit- 
pess could recali only one instance where, when 
man’s license had been revoked, suit had been 
rought agaiost his bondsmen. 

There wasa great deal of amusement when Law- 

er Miller picked up the application for a license 
fos the noicrious * Tom Gould’s” piace, in West 

birty-first-street. The Inspector of the dis- 
trict this year, as did his predecessors, reported 
the place as of good reputation and not a resort 
for bad peopie. Capt. Williams was more

DEPRIVED OF A MONOPOLY.

AN INJUNCTION AGAINST USING THE DU- 

PLEX TELEGRAPH “SYSTEM REFUSED. 
Judge Wallaee, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, has rendered a decision in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
against the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Com- 
pany,in which the plaintiff had moved fora 
preliminary injunction to restrain the latter 
company from using duplex telegraph appara- 
tus, for which reissued patents of April 1 and 
Feb. 7, 1882, existed. The motion was opposed 
by defendant’s counsel on the ground that there 


was no patentable novelty in the alleged inven- 
tion and the reissues of letters patent to Joseph 
B. Stearns, original patentee and present as- 
signor of complainants, was void because it in- 
cluded that part of the invention which had been 
abandoned to the public through the delay of 
the patentee in applying for a reissue. 

Judge Wallace’s opinion is long and denies 
the motion for an injunction. The Judge said 
that Stearns obtained the duplex telegraph sys- 
tem by a new combination of instruments. He 
added to the existing duplex telegraph a con- 
denser so placed that it would receive a charge 
from the battery equivalent to the charge that 
the line received at the same time and would 
discharge that charge around one coil of the 
relay at the same time the line discharged its 
charge around the other coil, so that the arma- 
ture between the two coils would not be moved 
by the discharge from the line. No one before 
Stearns had endeavored to obviate the effects of 
the return current due to the static induction 
upon the receiving instrument_in duplex teleg- 
raphy with the exception of Varley, and the 
device used by Varley was not a condenser, nor 
was it in any sense the known equivalent 
of acondenser. The Judge also added that the 
reissue of letters patent was not to be criticised 
because the claims of the several divisions cover 
the invention of Stearns in the broadest form 
and in the narrowest form in which it is capable 
of use, but because it is upon its face a flagrant 
attempt to enlarge the scope of the invention in 
order that the patent might be more available 
for the suppression of competing instruments. 
The patent as reissued is well calculated to sug- 
gest doubts as to its validity, and lead those wno 
examined it to suppose that such an abuse of 
the statutory privilege cannot be tolerated. 
The officers of the complainant have only them- 
selves to blame if others have acted on the 4s- 
sumption that the patents cannot stand. The 
defendant has acted upon this belief. f 

President Bates, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company, was very enthusiastic in 
his comments yesterday on Judge Wallace’s de- 
cision. “*This is the most important decision 
ever rendered in a telegraphic suit,” he said, “as 
its practical effect will be to throw open the use 
of the duplex system, so long the profitable mo- 
nopoly of the Western Union Company, to any 
other company that may wish to avail itself of 
the system.”

WHAT HE OUGHT TO HAVE DONE BUT NEG- 
LECTED IN MR. EMRICH’S CASE. 

Speaking of the suit which he has 
brought against Collector Hedden for damages 
for the refusal of the Collector to furnish an op- 
portunity to bond certain goods which had been 
seized by the Custom House authorities, ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer said yesterday: 

“The matter is one of the greatest importance 
to the entire business community. When goods 
are seized at the Custom House the law says 
the owner shall have the right, on giving the 
proper bonds, to withdraw his goods and make 
use of them in order to save himself from what 


might be very great loss through not having 
the use of them. Ten weeks ago some goods be- 
longing to my client, Mr. Emrich, were seized 
by the Collector without judicial process. His 
duty under the law was to return the cage to 
the United States Attorney, so that Mr. Emrich 
could get them by furnishing a bond which 
wouid protect the Government in case it should 
ultimately be determined that the seizure was 
for cause, which is at present very doubtful 
itself. This Collector Hedden bas utterly neg- 
lected to do,so that my client is made unable 
by his action to exercise a right which law and 
justice alike give to him. If the Collector 
can hold these goods for 10 weeks why not for- 
ever? Is not such a seizure of private property, 
without the proper form of law, more Russian 
than American? I think it is evident that the 
Collector has acted beyond the scope of nis au- 
thority, and has thus made himself personally 
hable. There is no use suing the Government, 
for in those casesithe Judge always gives a cer- 
tificate that there was;‘ probable cause’ for the 
seizure, and that puts an end to the suit. 

* Week after week I have urged that some ac- 
tion be taken by the Collector, but have been 
always put off. Now 1 propose to find out 
whether 10 weeks is a reasonable time for an offi- 
cer of the Government to hold private property 
without giving any opportunity to its owner to 
defend himself in the manner the luw provides.”’

BUDDENSIEK ADMITTED TO BAIL. 

Builder Charles A. Buddensiek was yes- 
terday liberated from prison on $30,000 bail, 
notwithstanding the efforts of District Attorney 
Martine against such action. An order was 
granted by Judge Van Brunt 10 days ago 
authorizing the convict to furnish bail pending 
his new trial in October, but not until yesterday 
was Mr. Buddensiek’s counsel able to find 
surety for him which was satisfactory to the 
District Attorney. Samuel E. Johnson, of 
Hempstead, Long Island, who owns property in 
Brooklyn worth $200,000 and mortgaged for 
$90,000, was accepted a as bondsman in the 
sum of $15,000. and George H. Trocp, the 
iron founder, who lives at No. 421 East Eighty- 
eighth-street, justified in unincumbered prop- 
erty vaiued at $30,000, and was accepted to the 
extent of $10,000 surety. For the remaining 
$5,000 Sigmund Warshing, whose name was for- 
merly presented for $15,000, was offered and de- 
clined. The prisoner’s counsel thereupon ob- 
tained an order from Judge Van Brunt direct- 
ing the District Attorney to show cause before 
him why Warshing should not be made a bonds- 
man, and after the point had been argued the 
Judge issued an order directing that Warsbing 
should be received for $5,009 surety. The Dis- 
trict Attorney appended the Judge's order to 
the bond in lieu of his signature. 





WELCOMING A NEW OFFICER. 

The Rev. Dr. John Hall addressed the 
Council, Alumni, and the classes of the Univer- 
sity of the City of New-York, of which he is 
Chancellor, at the university building yesterday 
morning. Most of the Council were present, in- 


cluding Prof. Baird, who presidea; William 
Allen butler, William A. Wheciock, W. R. Mar- 
tin, the Rev. Howard Crosby, Prof. D. W. 
Hering, and Dr. Henry M. MacCracken, the new 
Vice-Chancellor, who has come from the West- 
ern University of Pennsylvania, of which he was 
Chancellor, to take executive charge of the uni- 
versity here. The occasion was in the nature of 
a welcome to Dr. MacCracken, and Dr. Hall took 
the opportunity to review the condition and 
prospects of the university. He said the prop- 
erty of the university, including the new 
medical department, was now worth about 
$800,000, and was free from debt. Gifts and 
legacies for the past two years, since the re- 
vision of the charter, had amounted to $100,000, 
represented in buildings, libraries, and ap- 
paratus. All the Professors, with one excep- 
tion, were under 45 years of age. With thorough 
appointments and earnest, active men compos- 
ing the Faculty, Dr. Hall said a modern coilege, 
fully abreast of the times, could be well main- 
tained, turning to the university, as it de- 
served, bright students and liberal benefactions. 





BOARD OF INDIAN COMMISSIONERS. 

The annual conference of the Board of 
Indian Commissioners will be held in October, 
beginning on the 7th, at the Mohawk Lake 
Mountain House, Ulster County, N. Y. The 
conference will continue three days, and in ad- 


dition to the board there will be present a large 
number of prominent persons, including Sena- 
tors Dawes and Chase, Secretary Lamar, Miss 
Cleveland, sister of .President Cleveland; Gen. 
Armstrong, of the Hampton Schoo), Virginia; 
Capt. Pratt, of the Carlisle Indian School at 
Carlisle, Penn.; Mr. Herbert Welsh, Justice 
Strong, Dr. Ward, of the Independent; Dr. Ab- 
bott, of the Church Union, and the editor of the 
Observer. Matters relating to the Indians will be 
freely discussed, and it is anticipated that the 
conference will be productive of much good. 


MINISTERS AND POLITICS. 

At the weekly conference of the Baptist 
Pastors at. No. 9 Murray-street yesterday 
*“*Church Temperance Work” was the subject of 
@ paper read by the Rev. E. A. Woods, of Pater- 
son. Mr. Woods did not consider it wise or 
Scriptural to carry the church into politics, nor 
did he think it a minister’s duty to champion 
temperance outside of the church. The Rev. 
Mr. Harrison, of Hackensack, said he was not a 
fanatic, but if hecould save a man from a drunk- 
ard’s grave he was willing not only to wear a 
bit of red or blue ribbon, but to stand on nis 
head in the main street of Hackensack. The 
temperance question in politics will be discussed 
at the next meeting.

SOME SUGGESTIONS MADE. 
——$<—————— 
COMMISSIONER CRIMMINS’S REPLY TO THE 
CIRCULAR LETTER. 


President John D. Crimmins, of the Park 
Department, yesterday replied to the circular 
letter received on Sept. 8 from John H. Strahan 
and Charles P. Miller, counsel to the Senate in- 
vestigating committee. Referring to the im- 
provement of the annexed district he suggests 
that it could be facilitated by the enactment of 
a law compelling the Commissioners of Estimate 
and Assessment to a greater degree of 
diligence. As their fees are very small he 
suggests that they be increased; that 
the time in which they make their report to 


the court be limited; that their removal 
and the forfeiture of their fees be provided for 
in default of making a report, and that pro- 
vision ulso be made for the appointment of new 
Commissioners; that in the General Term of 
the Supreme Court be vested discretionary power 
to extend the time fixed by statute for making 
such report, and authorizing any person whose 
property is affected by such proceedings to in- 
tervene for the purpose of compelling a con- 
formity with the provisions of the act. These 
delays, he adds, prevent the department from 
systematically laying out the streets and _ per- 
fecting the sewerage system of the annexed dis- 
trict. 

He calls attention to the fact that new laws 
are asked for every year regarding the changing 
or closing of streets after the question has been 
for years determined. Until the present year 
the department had authority in matters of this 
kind. He thinks such authority should be vest- 
ed in the department to guard the welfare of the 
many against being sacrificed to the interests of 
afew. It is his judgment that a law should be 
enacted, provided the constitutional amendment 
is not in the way, to create a fund, payable in a 
number of years, for the completion of Central, 
Morningside, Riverside, Jeannette, and East 
River Parks, so that the tax annually levied 
would be for the maintenauce not the construc- 
tion of the parks, and for payment of interest on 
the bonds thus issued. He roughly estimates 
the sum required for this purpose at $1,000,000, 
and thinks the parks mentioned will not be com- 
pleted until this sum is expended. He regards 
the policy of doing piecemeal! work on them as 
bad and expensive. He considers it wiser to 
complete the park areas we have rather than ac- 
quire new property for park purposes, without 
having money to improve it. He also suggests 
the pussage of a law enabling the department to 
apply to its purposes the revenues which it an- 
nually derives from the property in its charge. 
These, accruing from the various refreshment 
and amusement placesin the parks, amount to 
about $20,000 for the year and are on thein- 
crease, They arenow paid into the sinking fund. 
The judicious application of this money to 
works of construction would be of far greater 
benefit, he thinks, than that resulting from its 
present application. 


PETER SMITH TO BE HANGED, 
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THE DEATH SENTENCE PRONOUNCED UPON 
JOHN HANNON’S MURDERER. 

The death sentence was yesterday pro- 
nounced by Recorder Smyth upon Peter Smith, 
who was recently convicted of murdering John 
Hannon in a little shanty on ascow at the foot 
ot East Thirty-eighth-street. A number of the 
prisoner’s friends were in court when he was 
called to the bar, but he looked neither to the 
right hand nor the left as he passed them and 
took his stand beside his counselor, A. C. 
Palmer, and before the Judge. The prisoner 
was asked if he had anything to say why judg- 
ment should not be pronounced, and his coun- 
sel answered that he had‘not at present. Smith 
dropped his eyes as the stern gaze of the Re- 
corder was directed toward him and listened, 
motionless, with bowed bead. 

** Peter Smith,” said the Recorder, “the jury 
which convicted you was oneof the most intelli- 
gent that has ever sat on a casein this court room. 
Tney were selected out of over 250 persons by 
your own counsel, and he expressed himself 
fully satisfied with every one ot them. The trial 
was fairly conducted, and the evidence was such 
as to convince all the fair-minded who heard it 
that you were guilty of the highest crime 
known to the law. That the murder 
was cold-blooded, deliberate, and premed- 
itated the evidence shows beyond a doubt. 
You gave your victim no time for repentance. 
The Jaw is more merciful to you. The sen- 
tence of this court is that you be taken to the 
prison from whence you came and there be 
kept in close custody until Friday, Nov. 20, and 
that on that day you be taken thence and 
hanged by the neck until you are dead. And 
may God have mercy on your soul.” 

The.so!emn stillness which prevailed in the 
court room while the sentence was being pro- 
nounced was broken as the last word fell from 
the Recorder’s lips by the rattling of shackles, 
The condemned murderer was handcuffed to an 
officer and taken back to the Tombs.

STATE CIVIL SERVICE METHODS. 
The State Civil Service Commission held 
its regular meeting at the New-York Hotel yes- 
terday.

in the premises, the Commissioners decided that 
they bad no jurisdiction over the employment 
or discharge of people in the public service, 
Moreover, they decided that, under the opera- 
tion of the law of 1884 relating to the civil serv- 
ice, veterans of the army and navy holding 
public appointments are entitled to the same 
preferences in the matter of retention that 
pod are entitled to as regards appointments to 
office.

RESIGNING THE PRESIDENCY. 


MR. CRIMMINS’S POSITION IN THE PARK BOARD | 


—CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLE DAMAGED, 


At a meeting of the Park Commission 
yesterday President John D. Crimmins tendered 
his resignation as President, to take effect on 
Oct. 1. Commissioners Beekman, Borden, and 
Powers spoke in a highly complimentary way of 
Mr. Crimmins’s services as President, and asked 
him to reconsider his determination to resign. 
Mr. Crimmins insisted, however, and his resigna- 
tion was accepted. Commissioner Beekman was 
unanimously elected President, to hold the office 
until May 1 next. 

A letter from Gen. Hancock was read, in which 
the General said that the military guard at 
Riverside Park would be continued until Jan. 
15. The Park Commission will cause to be erect- 
ed a suitable guard house, or sentry box, at the 


tomb of Gen. Grant, and the War Department 
will erect Winter quarters on the bluff for the 
compeny wenened to the duty. 

Prof. R. Ogden Doremus, who had been re- 
quested to make an examination of the condi- 
tion of Cleopatra’s Needle, in Central Park, 
made a report inthe form of a letter to Presi- 
dent Crimmins, in which he urged that the 
surface of the obelisk be treated with melted 
paraffine, in order to protect it from disintegra- 
tion. His report was accompanied by several 
collections of particles which have scaled off 
the surface of the obelisk. Prof. Doremus 
also stated in his letter that there was 
a dangerous fissure near the base of 
the column, and that if it spread so that the 
fragment outlined by it were to be wholly sep- 
arated from the column the obelisk would fall. 
A resolution was adopted authorizing the Treas- 
urer to cause the obelisk to be treated with such 
preparation as in his judgment would prove 
most efficient. The commission spent considera- 
ble time in executive session tn considering esti- 
mates for the new financial year, 

Commissioner Crimmins said after the meeting 
that his private affairs demanded his attention 
to such an extent as made it impossible for him 
to devote his entiretimeto the Park Depart- 
ment, Asa member only he could devote much 
time to the department and arrange the hours 
to better suit his convenience. 





MRS. BRADBURY’S LAWYERS. 


HER FORMER COUNSEL SEEKING TO PROVE 
HER INCOMPETENT FOR BUSINESS. 

Lawyer Henry Day’s cross-ex amination 
in the course of the proceeding instituted by 
him to have his former client, Mrs, Mary Ann 
Bradbury, declared incompetent by reason of 
age and infirmity to care for her estate, was 
closed last evening. One reason why he consid- 
ered Mrs. Bradbury incompetent was that she 
had failed to discover an error made by him last 
year in drafting a will oran instrument intend- 
ed to reinstate in force a will made by her in 
1878. But notwithstanding his clerical error, Mr. 
Day said, he believed the will of 1878 could be 
proved as the one intended, By it Mrs. Brad- 
bury cut off all her blood relatives, bequeathed 
$8,000 to Percy Ackerman—the adolescent son of 
her adopted daughter—and left $2,500 each to 
Mr. Day and his partner. Daniel Lord, Jr. 

Daniel Lord, Jr., who acted as counsel for Mr. 
Day, here calied on ex-Judge Fullerton and Mr. 
Foley, counsel for Mrs. Bradbury, to produce a 
letter sent them yesterday by Mr. Day. They 
refused to produce it, and Mr. Lord presented a 
copy, showing it to bearenunciation by Mr. 
Day of allinterest under Mrs. Bradbury’s will. 
In Mr. Day’s opinion Mrs. Bradbury was unfit to 
be intrusted with her estate because she had re- 
cently developed a willingness to deplete it more 
than she ever did before,and because she was 
weuksighted, deaf, infirm, and under the infiu- 
ence a ae Percy Ackerman. 

Drs. N.S. Butler and F.C. Fry testified that 
Mrs. Bradbury was of weak memory and gener- 
ally debilitated. In Dr. Butler’s opinion she had 
become foolishly devoted to young Ackerman, 
whom she expected to convert into a great man. 
Another reason why the doctor thought Mrs. 
Bradbury to be incompetent grew outof the 
tact that she had admitted to him that she had 
given young Ackerman money with which to 
speculate in wheat.
